MAKE OVER 200 ARRESTS. 


Deport Federation Miners and Say 
They Will Clear Teller County 
—Troops Ready to Rush 
to the Scene.

CRIPPLE CREEK, Col., June 7.—Apart 
from a few small fights in connection with 
the rounding up and arresting of union 
miners, no outbreak has occurred in this 
district to-day. Two local militia com- 
panies and a small army of armed deputies 
under Sheriff Edward Bell are in full con- 
trol of the camp. Though there has been 
no turbulence -to-day, there is an under- 
current of feeling which bodes ill. 

Secretary Clarence C. Hamlin of the 
Mine Owners’ Association declared that 
200 prisoners now held in the armory in 
Victor would be ‘taken over the hills, and 
warned never to return. 

There is a minority element that wants to 
hang N. W. O'Connell, ex-Marshal of Vic- 
tor, who is suspended and under arrest, 
and also Alfred Miller, charged with hav- 
ing started the riot which resulted in the 
killing of Roxie McGee and several others 
at the mass meeting in Victor yesterday. 
No hanging 1s likely to take place, how- 
ever, unless resistance is offered by word 
or action of the prisoners. It would re- | 
quire but little to have a wholesale : 


ing. 

Virgil King, a union leader, and fifteen 
ethers arrested in Cripple Creek to-day 
have been taken to Victor for deportation. 
A well-grounded rumor is to the effect 
that a large number of union miners work- 


ing in Pértland will be arrested. 


The building owned and occupied by 


Miners’ Union No. 40 in Cripple Creek is 
in charge of the militia. The front win- 
dows have been demolished and the big 
sign of the “ W. F. O. M.” torn down. 


Vigorous Action Against Officials.

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PHIPPS SUES FOR DIVORCE. | HOTEL THIEVES ROB 


Mrs. Phipps Makes.a Statement of Her 
Side of the Case. 


DENVER, Col., June 7.—A local attorney 
has filed in the District Court a suit for di- 
vorce broughtby Lawrence C. Phippsagainst 
Genevieve Chandler Phipps. The lawyer 
obtained an order from the court to seal 


the complaint in an envelope and have it 
placed in a vault. 

An injunction is sought, it is said, to 
restrain J. Pierpont Morgan & Co., the 
United States Steel Corporation, and the 
United States Trust Company from paying 
to Mrs. Phipps further dividends upon stock 
and bonds formerly held by her husband, 
but now in her possession. ' 


James M. Beck, of counsel for Mrs. Law- 
rence C. Phipps, whose two little girls were 
kidnapped from the Hotel Netherland by 
their father last Friday, gave out this 
statement on behalf of Mrs. Phipps yester- 
day: 

“As Mr. Phipps has seen fit to make 
a public statement as to our differences, I 
am released from a promise made to my 
counsel not to do the same. Differences have 


| existed between me and him for several 


years. For the honor of the Phipps name, 
which my children bear, I trust that I may 
never find it necessary to state the nature 
of these differences. For the sake of the 
children we continued to live together un- 
der the same roof, and returned only a few 
weeks ago from Europe, where we had been 
traveling with our children. On our return 
Mr. Phipps ostensibly went West on busi- 
ness, and, after taking the children to 
Pittsburg, I came to New York to consult 
my physicians. 

“I was advised that my health required 
me to submit to a surgical operation, and 
I had perfected arrangements to have it 
performed as soon after June 6 as practica- 
ble. While awaiting it I was living at the 
Netherland. That fact was well known to 
my family, and my mail was forwarded to 
me from Pittsburg. As the outcome of any 
surgical operation is uncertain, I naturally 
desired to hav€-my two children with me 
in what might be my remaining days of 
life, and for this purpose I brought them 
from Pittsburg to New York. 

“Jt was under these circumstances that, 
without warning of any kind to me and 
without even an intimation to me of any 
dispute as to their custody, they were taken 
forcibly from me on Friday last. As to the 
manner in which it was done, I shall make 
no comment. The facts speak for them- 
selves. It is due to Mr. Phipps and his 
hired band of detectives to say that it is 
untrue that I was bound and gagged in my 
rooth at the Netherland. 

“ But it must be added that I still bear 
the marks of my husband's assault upon 
me when I attempted to reclaim my chil- 
dren in the car at Jersey City. Mr. Phipps’s 
reason for such a step is beyond my com- 
prehension. I prefer to assume that he 
may have acted upon some malicious rumor 
that I was about to take the children from 
him. Nothing was further from my pur- 
pose. I am advised that my right to the 
custody of these young children is clear, 
and unless they are peaceably restored to 
me I certainly shall invoke the ald of the 
law. 

“If court proceedings must be had I have 
no reason to feat the outcome. I have 
nothing which I need‘ seek to hide, and in 
this lamentable affair my conscience is 
absolutely clear.” 


RHODE ISLAND ELECTIONS. 


Republicans Made Clean 
Towns Yesterday.

PROVIDENCE, R. L, June 7.—The State 
Republicans were in high spirits to-day over 
the outcome of the town elections. For 
the first time in fully ten years they made 
a clean sweep and carried districts which 
heretcfore have been solidly Democratic. 

The outcome was regarded as indicating 
the trend of things for the November con- 
tests, and at the party headquarters there 
was no effort to conceal the satisfaction 
which was felt. 

The advantage in the State election held 
by the party which is in control of the 
towns is of great’ importance. 


REPUBLICANS CARRY OREGON. 


Get Most of County Offices and Will 
Control Legislature. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, June 7.—That the 
Republican Party in this State scored an 
overwhelming victory yesterday is being 
made more apparent as the count comes in. 
Returns from isolated counties are coming 
in slowly. Congressman Binger Hermann 
hfs been re-elected in the First District 
with a majority of about 7,000, while J. N. 
Williamson, the Republican nominee if the 
Second District, rolled up a majority of 
10,000, and later returns may swell this 
estimate somewhat. 

The next Legislature will be Republican 
by a large majority and Republicans were 
elected to most of the county offices. 

Local option has probably been carried 
by a good majority.

If $4,600,000 Payments Are Not Made, 
Government Will Step In.

MRS. HALSEY CORWIN 


Jewels Taken from Le Marquis 
While She Was at Concert. 


BOOTY VALUED AT $50,000 


Young Clerk and Beliboy Arrested—Suit 
Case Gull of Booty Recovered— 
Other Losses Reported. 


Her premonition that something was 
wrong in her apartments in Le Marquis 
Hotel, at 12 East Thirty-first Street, while 
she was attending the Duss concert, in 
Madison Square Garden, with her husband 
last evening, led to the discovery by Mrs. 
Halsey Corwin of the theft of $50,000 worth 
of her diamonds and jewelry. 

An hour later all of the missing property 
was recovered in a dress suit case in the 
furnished room at 150 East Thirteenth 
Street occupied by William J. Dards, twen- 
ty-two years old, the night clerk at Le Mar- 
and. George Glocker, head _ bellboy 
there. Both were locked up in the West 
Thirtieth Street Police Station. All of Mrs. 
Corwin's property was positively identified 
by her in the station house. 

The valuables stolen from Mrs. Corwin’'s 
and

rooms included diamonds, _ pearls, 


rubies set*in rings, brooches, and neck- 
pieces; watches, valuable clothing, and 
among the rest a valuable Egyptian shawl 
said to be a relic of Queen Cleopatra. This 
was bought by the Corwins at an antique 


sale. It was found wrapped in a news- 
paper with the rest of the plunder. 

Halsey Corwin is the son of the former 
Brooklyn Register of that rflame, and Mrs, 
Corwin is the daughter of Fred Engelmann, 
who is prominently connected with the 
Brighton Béach race track. They have a 
fine home in Pacific Place, Brooklyn, but 
have been living for several months at | 
Le Marquis. 

The Corwins are not the only sufferers. 
A dozen other guests at the hotel have been 
losing valuables for the past ten days and | 
the hotel: police as well as the regulars of } 
the Tenderloin Police Station were looking 
for the thief or thieves before the big rob- 
bery last night. The losses of the others, 
however, were insignificant compared with 
the Corwins'’. 

The losses of jewelry and valuables by 
the guests began a few days after the bell- 
boy, Glecker, secured employment at the 
hotel two weeks ago. Dards secured his 
place as night clerk a week after Glecker. 
James Kennedy, the special detective, start- 
ed an investigation, but found nothing in 
the way of a clue to the thieves. The thefts 
continued, and the guests were becoming 
indignant, when, as a final resort, Manager 
Spottswood called in ‘the regular police ‘to 
help Kennedy. At™his request Capt, Cot- 
tren of the West Thiftieth Street Station 
detailed Detectives Maguire and Galligan, 
two of his best men, to the case. The two 
detectives went to the hotel yesterday 
morning and registered as guests. They 
spent the day “nosing about’’ the place, 
and came to the conclusion that the thefts 
must have been done by some one inside the 


hotel. 
Mr. and-Mrs. Corwin left the hotel early |

in the evening for the concert. In a bureau 
in her room Mrs. Corwin left the greater 
part of her jewelry. She says that it is 
worth at least $50,000 in all. The most im- 
portant piece is a heart-shaped brooch of 
gold, with a centre of diamonds surround- 
ing a huge pigeon’s blood ruby, valued 
at $15,000 Another article was a half col- 
lar of diamonds worth $5,000. 

A diamond pendant was worth $3,000. 
There were six diamond rings, worth $2,000 
in all; a pearl necklace with seventy-five 
pearls, worth $7,500; a matchcase studded 
with diamonds, worth $2,000, and three 
watches, belonging to Mr. Corwin, and val- 
ued at $600 each. Besides these things there 
were dozens of smaller articles. 

After Mr. and Mrs. Corwin had been in 
the Madison Square Garden for about an 
hour Mrs. Corwin was seized with a sort 
of premonition that all was not right in 
her apartments. She spoke to her husband 
about it,-and he laughed at her fears. The 
matter ended by her going home, while 
he stuyed at the Garden, saying that he 
was going over to Brooklyn when the con- 
cert was over. 

Mrs. Corwin arrived at the hotel and went 
quickly to her-apartments. She found her 
jewels gone, told the detectives what hap- 
pened, and gave them a list of her valua- 
bles. She then became hysterical and was 
taken to her home in Brooklyn. The arrest 
of the two employes soon followed. 

Glecker, according to the detectives, toid 
them that Darbs, although the younger, 


was the head of an enterprise which they 
had poneee to get rich quick by system- 
atically and quickly robbing the guests in 
the hotel, and then fleeing the city. They 
intended to leave the city in a few days, he 
said, and were to go to St. Louis, then to 
San Francisco and sell their booty. 


PORTER UNWILLING TC STAND. 


Believed He Does Not Want Governor- 
ship—Odell Sails for Home To-day. 


PARIS, June 7.—Gov. Odell of New York 
made a number of farewell calls to-day, 
preparatory to sailing to-morrow. 

Asked concerning the results of his con- 
ferences with Ambassador Porter, the 
Governor said the New York situation wes 
gone over, as the direction of the cam- 
paign made it necessary for him to get 
the views of the various leaders. However, 
he did not deem it desirable to make.a 
formal statement, as the State Convention 
would not take place until September. 
Mr. Odell added that whatever might have 
been said during the conferences relative 
to the nomination for the Governorship was 


without prejudice to any other candidacy, 
and was mainly tentative. y 

In other quarters it is the understanding 
that Gen. Porter made clear his' wish not 
to have his name used in connection with 
the nomination, except for most urgent 
reasons, which he does not consider exist. 

The result of the Governor's visit 
strengthens the general impression. that 
Gen. Porter’s wish not to be regarded .as

Police 
Sergeant Frank Cody, who was standing 
near the car when it stopped, chased the 
boy, and took him to Police Headquarters, 
where the chauffeur lodged a complaint 
against him. 

This morning when the lad was arraigned 
before Judge Phelps the chauffeur, under 
orders of Mr. Iselin, withdrew the com- 
plaint, as Charles had promised to be good.

SHOT DEAD IN ALBANY 


Well-Known New York Gambler 
Murdered at the Ten Eyck. 


R. D. PREUSSEUR HIS SLAYER 


One-Armed Broker Aided Him When He 
Was Tried for Killing Price in 
a Harlem Cafe.

ALBANY, June 8.—Myles McDonnell of 


Boston, formerly of New York, where he 
was well known as a gambler, was shot 
dead in the drill room of the Ten Eyck 
about 1 o’clock this morning by Richard FE. 
Preusser of the stock brokerage firm of 
Preusser & Co., whose place of business Is 
at the corner of State Street and Bread- 
way. 

McDonnell is connected with the Metro- 
politan Brokerage Stock Corporafion end 
Preusser & Co. was the Albany branch 
There has been some feeling between 
Preusser and McDonnell for some little 
time past over business matters. The men 
had been together all afternoon and Preus- 
ser had been drinking heavily. 

About midnight Preusser left the hotel, 
McDonnell being apparently sober. 
and, securing a 


| 


Preus- 


ser went to his office, 
double-barreled shotgun, returned to the 
hotel. Some of the parties called up the 
hotel on the telephone, but in the excite- 
ment could not make them understand 
what they meant. 

As Pruesser went up the stairs with the 
gun the hotel watchman asked him where 
he was going. He replied as he passed on: 
“To see a friend.” 

The shooting of McDonnell occurred in 
his room, No. 210. McDonnell had gone 
to his room and Pruesser with the shot 
gun in hand went up to the desk. The 
room clerk was busy with some arrivals 
who had just registered when Pruesser 
asked the number of his intended victim's 
room. Pruesser being well known at the 
hotel, no’ question was asked, and the 
clerk without looking up informed him the 
! number of the room. 

He went to it alone, and a minute later 
the clerk heard the report of the discharge 
of the gun. 

Mr. Pruesser has but one arm and has 
been in Albany for a number of years. It 
is said that he was instrumental in getting 
; McDonnell acquitted of the charge of mur- 

der when tried in New York, City some 

months since. McDommell shot Price to 

death in the Onawa Hotel, on One Hundred 
j and Twenty-fifth Street, and was credited 
with having pinned his ears to the wall. 

Preusser was taken to the police station 
house, gave his pedigree incoherently, and 
was locked-up, He refused to discuss the

POLICE BREAK IN AND. 
SEITE HANNAH ELIAS 


Batter Down Door of Her Home 
and Serve Warrant — 


PLATT CHARGES FELONY 


Aged Man Takes that Action “After 
Confrence with Prosecutor— 
Woman Taken to Po-° 
lice Headquarters. 


Armed with a warrant charging Hannah 
Elias with criminal extortion, four Detec- 
tive Sergeants from Police Headquarters 
broke into Her home at 236 Central Park 
West at 11:35 o’clock last night and placed 
her under arrest. 

Many violent blows fell upon the door be- 
fore it finally gave way under thé’ on- 
slaught, but\once the police were inside the 
proceedings were peaceful. The invaders 
found themselves in darkness, but met the 
Japanese butler, Kato, at the head of the 
first flight of stairs. Kato took them to 
his employer, who surrendered to them at 
the door of her room on the second floor, 
front. She asked time to dress, and that 
was accorded, while a carriage was sum- 
moned to take her to Police Headquarters: 

Ever since John R. Platt made his confes- 
sion of how the woman had drawn from 
him the sum of nearly $700,000 in the last 
eight years, the woman's house has 
been a centre of interest for great crow4s. 
Many were waiting for anything that might 
happen when the police arrived there last 
night, and while the doors were being 
forced, every car, north or south bound, Ais- 
charged practically all its passengers. 

Other persons abandoned their cabs and 
hardly any vehicle passed that way but 
added its load to the waiting throng. When 
at last the police had entered there: were 
several thousands of wildly excited men 
and women surging to and fro before the 
house. 

The warrant was sworn out by Mr. Platt 
after a conference at his home with As- 
sistant District Attorney Lord, Magistrate 
Ommen, and his counsel. Strong arguments 
were used before the old man could be 
persuaded to sign the paper that would 
give the woman up. It was a long ses- 
sion, but through it all there waited: in 
readiness at Headquarters Detective Sergts. 
Wiliiam J. Fogarty, John Flannery, Michzel 
Kerr, and John A. Walsh. 

Police Headquarters had béen notified 


'by Distriet Attorney Jerome’s office that 


some action would be taken in the course 
of the night., Immediately after the con- 
ference Mr. Lord summoned the Detective 
Sergeants and placed the warrant-in their * 
charge. 


FOUND HOUSE IN DARKNESS. 


The detectives went at once to the EFlias 
home. They found it in darkness. Knocks 
repeated again and again brought -no re- 
sponse. The officers took turns trying to 
rouse the occupants. Patrolmen Owen Me- 
Kenna and John Hill of the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Station kept back the ever- 
increasing crowd. 

It was just 11:10 o’clock when 
Flannery rang the bell. Receiving no an- 
swer he took MecKenna’s nightstick. and 
beat upon the door. There was no responge. 
Flannery and Fogarty took turns trying 
to kick the door in. The heavy outer doors 
were not only locked, but also barred with 
a safety: chain. 

By this time the street was fairly blocked 
with the crowd. The whole neighborhood 
was roused, and from every house came 
mere spectators. Mr. Lord directed Me- 
Kenna to go for an axe. He’ brought ond 
from the nearest hotel. Before. he re- 
turned, however, Sergeant Flannery. had 
received from the crowd a piece Of heav 
iron pipe. * 

With the iron he rained blow after blow 
upon the heavy timber, at each shouting 
at the top of his 'ungs: 

“The police are at the door demanding 
admittance. Open in the name of the law.’ 

Still the house remained in darkness: The 
crowd flinched and fell back. It occurred 
t® some that Kato might be. keeping in 
darkness with his men ready to shoot, and 
this fear spread through the throng. 

Suddenly the doors crashed in, and the 
police.entered. The glass panels in: thé 
inner doors were shivered with two bloéws.

The officers éxplained 
their business in a few words. She heatd 
them in perfect self-possession. : 
“TI am perfectly willing to go with you, 
she sala. “I have done nothing wrong.” 
She reiterated this, and then said she 
would go as soon as she was dressed. ©. 
“I have been ill,” she said to Sergt: 
Fogarty. ‘It may take me some little 
time to dress. I would have had the doors 
opened if-I had known what to do, but T 
was absofutely ignorant as to the course I 
should pursue under the circumstances. I 
didn’t know who was at the door.” , 


RAN TO SEEK COUNSEL. 


After a brief conference Mrs. Elias ré- 
ceived permission to retire, which she did, 
taking with her a colored maid. Kato at 
once ran out of the house, saying he would. 
summon Washington Brauns, Mrs. Elias‘s 
counsel, who, he explained to Mr. Lord and 
the police{ had been with her all the even- 
ing, and had departed about fifteen minutés 
before the attack on the doors began. ‘ 

The baby which was born on April 5, and 
which has figured in the case to a consider-.— 
able extent, was in the room with itg 
mother. 

The police had entered the house at 11:85

o'clock, and it was not until forty-five min- 


utes later that Mrs. Elias was ready to 


accompany them in the carriage that had = 
been summoned by Kato. The prisoner was 


taken to Police Headquarters. The baby 
was left at the house in charge of a white 


nurse. ane 
She wore a long trained skirt of light

neck she wore a stock of brilliantly checked 
material with long flowing ends. On her 
head was a wide picture hat, trimmed with 
long, drooping feathers, in which were set 
three big red roses. 

Over her gown she wore a three-quarter- 
length silk coat of black. From her hat 

“hung a flowing veil which reached to the 
point of her chin. Her hair was much 
curled, and was worn in a high pompadour. 

The woman is about 5 feet 4 inches tall, 
and very stout. She leaned heavily on the 
arms of the detectives as she walked to the 
carriage, through a lane of curious specta~- 
tors. 

Men and women who had been fighting 
to mainiain places of vantage while the 
police were trying to break into the house 
broke all bounds when the woman finally 
appeared. They fell over one another try- 
ing to catch a glimpse of her. A single 
glimpse, and there was no room for doubt 
as to her race. Even the veil which she 
wore could not conceal the characteristic 
features. 

Although leaning upon the arms of the 
officers who had her in charge, as if al- 
most overcome by weakness, the negress 
was entirely self-possessed. She looked 
neither to the right nor the left, but 
marched down the steps of her handsome 
home as calmly as if she were on her way 
to a dinner party. 

When the carriage which was to take her 
to Police Headquarters arrived, the street 
in front of the house was filled with au- 
tomobiles and hansoms. The police had to 
drive away these vehicles before the car- 
Triage Kato had called could reach the 
curb. 

Once inside the carriage—Detective Ser- 
geants Flannery and Fogarty entered with 
her—there was no time lost in. getting away. 
No sooner had the driver whipped up his 
horses and headed down town than the en- 
tire lot of vehicles and motor cars started 
in pursuit. It was a race all the way to 
Mulberry Street, 

On the way to headquarters Mrs. Elias 
was not at all uneasy, but talked freely to 
the two detectives. “I will get out of this 
all right,’”’ she told them. “I have no fear, 
I have done no wrong, and every one of 
the poor people who have received my 
help are praying for me now in the time 
of my affliction.’’ 

Mrs. Elias reached Police Headquarters 
at 1:15 this morning. She was taken into 
the building by the Mott Street entrance 
and arraigned before the Sergeant’s desk in 
the Detective Bureau. In her hand she car- 
ried a package, containing toilet articles. 

She was asked if she understood the nat- 
ure of the warrant on which she had been 
arrested, and Detective Sergt. -Flannery 
said that he had read it to her. 

The prisoner said she was thirty-nine 
years old, was single, and lived at 236 Cen- 
tral Park West. She stated that she was 
born in Philadelphia, as were her parents. 

A matron from the Mercer Street Police 
Station took the woman there for the night. 
“yman FE. Warren, Magistrate Ommen, 
and Assistant District Attorneys Lord and 
Kernochan met at the Plaza Hotel before 
they went to the conference at Mr. Platt’s 
residence, 7 East Fifty-fourth Street. Mr. 
Kernochan remained at the hotel ready 
for any call. 

ifr. Lord, in the beginning, told Mr. Platt 
plainly that District Attorney Jerome was 
determined that he should bring criminal 
proceedings against Mrs. Elias, inasmuch 
as the bill of complaint charged her with 
actions criminal beyond reasonable ques- 
tion. 

Even after this positive declaration, ac- 
cording to those present, there was the 
greatest difficulty in convincing Mr. Platt 
that it was time for him to act. It was 
10:15 o’clock when he finally swore to the 
warrant. 

The warrant charges extortion under Sec- 
tions 552 and 553 of the Penal Code, the 
first of which relates to the obtaining of 
money by duress and force, and the second 
specifies as to what may be termed duress 


or force, stating that “fear of exposure 
through use of a secret’’ may be so 
termed. 

The specific charge is that during the 
month of May last the woman secured from 
Piatt the sum of $7,500 in such a manner 
that she is liable under the two sections of 
the code named. No dates are specified. 

In Mr. Platt’s complaint in his civil suit 
against the woman he stated that during 
May last she secured $15,500. 

When the police broke in everything in 
the house was rey well packed up in 
boxes, large and small, apparently ready 
for shipping. On each box was marked the 
nature of its contents and its value, one 
box being marked $1,000, another $200, and

Being asked whether the agreement gave 
to France the eventual right to occupy or 
protect the Moorish Empire, M. Delcassé

Mediterranean Squadron has been ordered 
to Tangier meets with a specific denial at 
the Foreign Office here, where it is added 
that no French squadron will be sent to 
Tangier unless extraordinary developments 
arise, 

A telegram from the representatives of 
the Sultan has reached the diplomatic offi- 
cials at Tangier, saying that a lettter is 
now on its way fully defining whet the 
Sultan is willing to do in order to secure 
the release of the prisoners. 


LONDON, June 7—The Foreign Office 
denies th. report that the British Medi- 
terranean Squadron has sailed for Tan- 
gier, as cabled from Gibraltar. The 
squadron did sail from Gibraltar this 
morning, but returned to that port this 
afternoon. 

Only one ship, as originally reported, will 
be sent to Tangier. It is believed that 
with the co-operation of France satis- 
factory arrangements can be made by 
Great Eritain and the Tinited States for 
the release of Messrs. Perdicaris and Var- 
ley. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Rear” Admiral 
Chadwick, by direcion of the Navy Depart- 
ment, will make reports to Rear Admiral 
Barker on the situation at Tangier as well 
as to the department, Admiral Barker being 
the senior nayal officer in European wa- 
ters. 

The big battleship fleet under Rear Ad- 
miral Barker's command is now lying at 
Lisbon, Portugal. According to the origi- 
nal plan, these ships will get under way 
on the 16th inst. and enter the Mediter- 
ranean, not stopping at Tangier, but pro- 
ceeding straight on to Grecian waters. 

The Illinois, commanded by Capt. Brad- 
ford, has been ordered to Gibraltar on the 
completion of target practice at Martha’s 
Vineyard, and the Missouri, commanded by 
Capt. Cowles, has been ordered to sail 
Thursday from Newport News for Gibrai- 
tar. They will report to Rear Admiral 
Barker and rejoin the fleet wherever he 
may direct. 


KENTUCKY DEMOCRATIC FIGHT. 


Contest for Control of Party Machinery 
—Parker Sentiment Strong. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 7.—The Ken- 
tucky Democrats will hold their State Con- 
vention to-merrow for the purpose of nam- 
ing delegates at large to the National 
Convention at St. Louis and to elegt State 
Central and State Executive Committee- 
men, 

The contest for the control of the party 
machinery promises to develop into one of 
the hardest fights seen in recent years. 
On one side are arrayed Gov. Beckham and 
the administration forces, supporting Lewis 
McQuown of,Bowling Green for Chairman 
of the State Central Committee. Opposing 
them is what is known as the “ anti-ma- 
chine’ elernent, led by United States Sen- 
ators Diackburn and McCreary and Con- 
gressrzan D. H, Smith, supporting Con- 


gressman J. N. Kehoe for Chairman of 
the State Central Committee. 

The Administration leaders are for Judge 
Alton B. Parker for President, and most of 
the leaders of the opposition are likewise 
inclined toward the New York man, but it 
is considered doubtful if the leaders will try 
to force instructions unless compelled to do 
so aS a@ manoeuvre to help one side or the 
other in the contest for control of the ma- 
chinery. 

Most of-the Hearst delegates are against 
the Administration, though several coun- 
ties indorsed Beckham and Hearst. Both 
sides declare that there will be no compro- 
mise. 


TAX COLLECTOR DISAPPEARS. 


Louisiana Official, Short $63,000 of State 
Money, Flees to Texas.

NEW ORLEANS, La., June 7.—The 
whereabouts of John A. Perkins, Sheriff 
and tax collector of Calcasieu Parish, the 
richest county in the State except New 
Orleans, and who is alleged to have been 
short $63,009 in his accounts to the State, 
are unknown. It is believed that he has 
fled to Texas to avoid criminal prosecu- 
tion. His friends said to-night that he 
went there to raise funds to meet the al- 
leged shortage. 

All funds deposited to his credit in banks 
at Lake Charles and his personal property 


have been seized under instruction of 
Gov. Blanchard, and the bonding company 
has been notified to provide the amounts 
of the bond. The actual loss to the State 
will hardly exceed $10,000. 


Killed by Fall from House. 


Victor Emstrom, forty years old, fell from 
the top floor of his residence, 1,684 Bergen 
Street, Brooklyn, last night to the ground, 
a distance of forty feet, and was instantly 


killed. Four years ago one of his youn 
children fell from the same place, bu 
was caught by Emstrom in the act of fall- 
ing and the child's life was saved.

down and punish the conspirators, and a 
large reward will be offered by the asso- 
ciation.

The local committee of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners gave out the following 
statement to-night: 

‘““No men who deserve to live would or 
could approve the awful deed. The fiends 
who planned and carried out the devilish 
crime should be detected and punished to 
the full extent of the law. The crime must 
be unearthed and the perpetrators pun- 
ished. The committee and all local mem- 
bers of the Western Federation of Miners 
are ready and willing to assist in uncover- 
ing the guilty ones, and will use every en- 
deavor to assist the authorities in their 
efforts; and we herewith tender the serv- 
ices of all our members. We will also 
join in offering a suitable reward for the 
arrest and conviction of the guilty per- 
sons.”’ 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., June 7.—A 
special train consisting of an engine and 
two coaches bearing fifty union miners de- 
ported from Cripple Creek by the citizens, 
passed through this city this evening. It 
was going at the rate of thirty miles an 
hour, and did not stop here. The first car 
was empty and the second car had all the 
blinds drawn and armed guards were on 
the platform. 

The police and Sheriff's officers were de- 
termined not to let the deported men stop 
here, and arrangements were made with 
the Rio Grande Road to carry them past 
this city. It is presumed they are headed 
for Denver. About 800 people were at the 
station to see the train pass through, but 
there was no demonstration. 


KNOWN DEAD TOTAL 17. 


Other Victims May Have Been Blown 
to Pieces by Infernal Machine. 


VICTOR, Col., June 7.—Fifteen deaths 
have resulted from the dynamite outrage 
at Independence, and several of the in- 
jured are in a critical condition. It is be- 
lieved that the bodies of several other men 
were blown to atoms. Two men were 
killed and eight wounded in the subse- 
quent rioting here. 

Excitement was at a high pitch through- 
out the night. From dark till dawn the 
principal streets were almost as crowded 
as they were during the day by thousands 
of men and women who had assembled 
from all parts of the camp in anticipation 
of further bloodshed. 

Aside from the occasional arrest of a 
union agitator by the military authorities 
or the Sheriff's deputies, and the occasional 
report of a rifle from some dark, secluded 
spot in the foothills, however, the night 
passed off quietly. F 

All night, however, the streets of the city 
and the footpaths leading to and from the 
mines were watched closely by thé troops 
and the deputies, and every few minutes a 
miner was brought in and placed in the 
armory, which is under heavy military 
guard. The dragnet was cast far and wide, 
and more than 150 union miners, said to be 
the leaders of the riot of yesterday, are 
now lounging about on the hard floor of 
the armory. 


Excitement at Train's Arrival. 


At midnight a special train of five coaches 
drawn by a heavy engine pulled in on the 
Florence and Cripple Creek siding near the 
temporary “‘ buil-pen,” and the suppressed 
excitement was suddenly raised to fever 
heat. It was rumored, and apparently with 
some foundation, that twelve or fifteen of 
the recognized leaders of the union were 
to be turned over to Sheriff Bell, and that 
all other prisoners were to be deported from 
the camp. 

As soon as the train backed on to the 
siding Secretary C. C. Hamlin of the Mine 
Owners’ Association, Sheriff Bell, Mayor 
French, and Capt. Moore went into confer- 
ence at the military headquarters. In about 
thirty minutes Hamlin came out of his pri- 
vate room and telephoned to the railroad 
officials that the train would hot.be need- 
ed at that time. When this information 
went the rounds those who had been ex- 
pecting trouble gave a sigh of relief, and 
many went to their homes. 

A thoroughly organized Vigilance Com- 
mittee, composed ‘of mine owners and their 
employes and sympathizers, has taken 
charge of the government of Teller County, 
and large squads of armed men are patrol- 
ing the district. These men are ostensibly 
acting under orders of Edward Bell, the 
new Sheriff, who is a large property owner 
and an outspoken opponent of the miners’ 
union. 

A posse of 300 deputy sheriffs armed with 
rifles and revolvers is scouring the hills 
of the Cripple Creek district, with the ob- 
ject of rounding up every union man and 
every idler in the camp. 

Sheriff Henry M. Robertson resigned 
under compulsion. He was forcibly taken 
to the headquarters of the Mine Owners’ 
Association and his resignation demanded. 
At first he refused to resign, but, when 
finally a coil of rope was thrown at his 
feet, he weakened and signed the resig- 
nation which had been provided for him. 
The first act of Sheriff Bell was to take 
away the star of Under Sheriff J. Knox 
Burton. He then appointed twenty-five 
deputies, to which force large additions 
heve since been made, and later he dis- 
armed the union officers who had been 
appointed by City Marshal Michael O’Con- 
nell. 

Meantime, O’Conneil had visited the Mine 
Owners’ headquarters, in which about 
thirty armed men were assembled, and de- 
manded that they surrender their arms :o 
him. He was forcibly ejected, and after 
being deposed from office by Mayor 
French was placed under arrest. Many 
of the other regularly chosen peace of- 
ficers of the various towns in the district 
have also been deposed and some of them 
locked up. 

The feeling is strong against Alfred Mil- 
ler, who is said to have started the riot- 
ing here, and ex-City Marshal Michael 
Q’Connell, by whom,-it is asserted, union 
men who fired on people in the streets 
from the union hall, had been sworn in as 
deputies and armed, and Harvey Starbuck, 
ex-Marshal of Independence. Every person 
in the district has taken sides with one 
faction or the other here, and nobody would 
be surprised should rioting break out anew 
at any moment. 

“The Western Federation of Miners shall 
be banished from the district,’’ declare th 
mine owners. 

“It has not been proved that the dyna- 
miting was done by the federation,” retort 
the union men, who say they have a right 
to organize and to remain in Victor. 

Both sides express a determination to 
fight to the end. 

Business is practically suspended. All 
saloons have been closed by order of the 
authorities. Many merchants have closed 
‘their stores, and all who can go so are 
increasing their insurance. 


Hose Ready for Rioters. 


The crowds around the depots continued 
to increase during the day, and the soldiers 
and deputies experienced some difficulty 
in keeping the streets free of blockades. 
By order of Mayor French, the Fire De- 
partment stretched a line of hose along 
Victor Avenue and Third Street to the 


armory, in order ~ 


‘without resorting to arms. 


Mayor French said that in his opinion. 
more troops were needed here.. 

“Company L,-now on duty, consists of 
sixty men," he said, ‘and the number 
can be increased to 100 if necessary. Be- 
sides these soldiers we have 100 armed dep- 
uties. The civil authorities have perfect 
mastery of the situation. Should the mili- 
tary turn over their prigoners to the civil 
authorities, tnere would be no lynching.”’ 


MAY DECLARE MARTIAL LAW. 


Acting Governor Has Proclamation— 
Gen. Bell Goes to Cripple Creek. 


DENVER, June 7.—Nearly 500 troops are 
mobilized at Colorado Springs and neigh- 
boring towns and can be rushed to the 
Cripple Creek district on short notice. 

Acting Gov. Warren A. Haggott is con- 
sidering the question of declaring martial 
law in Teller County. He said to-night that 
he had written a proclamation for that 
purpose, but was holding it back pending 
further advices on the situation there. He 
intimated that the proclamation would 
probably be published within a few hours. 

Adjutant Gen. Sherman M. Bell and six 
officers of the National Guard left Denver 
for Cripple Creek to-night. Gen. Bell said 
he was going up merely to “size up the 
situation.”” It is probable that the martial 
law proclamation will be issued on his 
arrival at Cripple Creek. 

The fact that Sheriff Bell, the successor 
of the deposed Teller County official, has 
expressed a determination to handle the 
situation without the aid: of troops other 
than the local companies gives assurance 
to many that the citizens of the camp have 
offered him all the assistance necessary 
to meet the conditions, and that the trouble 
will be brought to an end by sheer. force 
of pluck. Sheriff Bell is known as a man 
of nerve, and this was demonstrated when 
he compelled the deputies appointed by the 
deposed City Marshal of Victor to surren- 
der their commissions and guns to him 
personally. 

No attempt is being made by the so-called 
vigilantes and the new police officers to 
interfere with crowds who congregate on 
the streets, and although nearly every one 
is carrying arms unconcealed, Sheriff Bell 
and his deputies and the soldiers mingle 
freely among them, searching for persons 
upon whose arrest they are bent. 


ST. LOUIS, June 7.—Gov. Peabody of 
Colorado left for Colorado to-day at 2:15 
P. M. over the Burlington route. Before 
his departure the Governor said: 

“Telegrams received to-day show that 
the situation at Victor is very much im- 
proved, and that comparative quiet is main- 
tained. The Lieutenant Governor has the 
situation very well in hand, but I have 
deemed it best to return at once, in case 
other complications should arise.” 


“STAND PAT,” COUNSELS DEBS, 


Wires Western Miners: “Enemy Is 
Desperate You Are on Top.” 


DENVER, June 7.—The convention of 
the Western Federation of Miners to-day 
delegated to the Executive Committee full 
charge of the Colorado situation, both po- 
litically and otherwise, with instructions to 
use their best judgment in the Fall cam- 
paign. 

A telegram was received from Eugene V. 
Debs, saying: 

“Enemy is desperate. You are on top. 
Stand pat.” 

A resolution condemning the “ nefarious 
dynamiting plot, which sent fifteen miners 
to their death and seriously injured a num- 
ber of others at Independence, Col.,’* was 
adopted unanimously by the convention. 
A reward of $5,000 is offered by the Fed- 
eration for the capture of the perpetrators 
of the outrage. 

Vice President J. C. Willianfs and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer William ,D. Haywood were 
re-elected to their former positions. Owing 
to the absence of President Charles H. 
Moyer, no nominations were made for the 
office of President. 


BOSTON, June 7.—The dynamite explo- 
sion in the Cripple Creek district of Colo- 
rado was discussed by the delegates to the 
International Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Convention here to-day. A resolution was 
unanimously adopted deploring the out- 
rage. 

The convention declared its belief that 
the Western Federation of Miners had 
nothing whatever to do with the explosion 
and that the miners’ unions should imme- 
diately start the most thorough investiga- 
titon to ascertain the causes and those 
responsible for it. 


Dominion Iron Official Assaulted. 

SYDNEY, C. B., June 7.—A disturbance 
occurred to-day at the Dominion Iron and 
Steel Works here, where a general strike 
is in progress. Controller Cameron of the 
company was assaulted by one of the 
strikers, but was not seriously injured. The 
assailant was arrested. At a meeting of 
the sub-council of the Provincial Work- 
ingmen’s Association it was voted to raise 
~~ for the purpose of carrying on the 
strike. 


SCOLDED GIRL TOOK ACID. 


Margaret Ryan’s Aunt ‘Had Reproved 
Her for Backwardness in Studies. 


Margaret Ryan, thirteen years old, hav- 
ing become despondent last night because 
her aunt reproved her for her poor work 
at school, went up to the roof of her home 
at 594 Bedford Avenue, Williamsburg, 
walked across five buildings, and then 
drank a bottle of carbolic acid. 

Mrs. Margaret Sweeney, the aunt, be- 
came alarmed at the absence of her niece, 
and a search was begun. At the Eastern 
District Hospital the doctors were unable 
to restore the girl to consciousness, and 
she was lying at the point of death late 
last night.

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DELAWARE CONVENTION 
INSTRUCTS FOR GRAY 


Delegates Ignore Judge’s Request 
for No Instructions, 


FIGHT TO DOWN KENNEY 


Refuse to Heed His Counsel: That They 
“ Request” Gray’s Nomina- 
tion Simply. 


DOVER, Del., June 7.—Contrary to the ex- 
pressed wish of Judge George Gray, the 
Delaware Democratic State Convention by 
@ unanimous vote to-night instructed its 


delegates to the St. Louis Convention to 
present the name of Judge Gray to the con- 
vention as the choice of the Delaware 
Democrats for President and to work for 
his nomination. 

This action was taken after one of the 
most stormy conventions ever held in the 
State. The leader of the opposition to the 
Gray resolution was ex-United States 
Senator Richard R. Kenney, who was op- 
posed to the word “instruct.” He offered 
a resolution that the delegates be “ re- 
quested’ to place Judge Gray’s name be- 
fore the National Convention. 

The fight between the Gray and the anti- 
Gray factions became so bitter that the 
former paid no attention to Judge Gray’s 
letter in which he asked that the Dela- 
vare delegates be not instructed. They 
tought to defeat Kenney, and would not 
Msten to anything that his supporters of- 
fered, 


Judge Gray’s letter was written to David‘ 


T. Marvel of Wilmington. In it Judge:Gray 
expressed his great anxiety for harmony in 
the Democratic Party this yekr, and held 
that the Democratic National Convention 
should be left free go select as its candidate 
the most available and strongest man. 

He therefore requested that, the delegates 
selected to represent Delaware Democrats 
at St..Louis be not bound by any instruc- 
tions, but be left free to act as the best 
interests of the Democratic Party seemed 
to require, 

Judge Gray knew nothing of the action 
of the convention until informed by re- 
porters to-night. .In reply to a question as 
to whether the action of the convention 
would change his attitude, he said: 

“I have not changed my attitude at all. 
I am not a candidate for President. The 
instructions were against my expressed 
wishes.”’ 

The National delegates elected are Wil- 
liard Saulsbury, L. Irving Handy, R. R. 
Kenney, Alexander M. Daly, Elisha C. 
Dukes, and John P, Holland. 

The vote on the resolution to instruct was 
carried by a good majority. Seeing that 
the contest was lost the Kenney followers 
agreed to make it unanimous. 


BOYS UPSET IN SQUALL. 


One Drowned—Able Rescuers Saved His 
Four Companions, 


Samuel Thaler, thirteen years old, of 
310 East Houston Street, was drowned in 
the Harlem River, opposite Morris Heights, 
on Sunday afternoon, but the police did 
not know of it until last night, when his 
uncle made inquiries for him at the High 
Bridge Station. He was capsized in a 
rowboat, with his cousin and four other 
boys, who were rescued. His body has not 
been recovered, 

The boys were rowing in a small boat. 
The first squall before a thunderstorm hit 
their boat at the foot of Fordham Lana- 
ing Road, and sent it in between a scow 
and the dock. There the big return swells 
hit it again and overturned it, sending 
the boys floundering in the water.

300 FREIGHT STRIKERS 


All Reserves Called Out to Stop 
Demonstration. 


MARCH UPON RAILROAD YARDS 


Tramps on New Haven Road’s Cars Get 
a Scare at Sight of 
Bluecoats. © 


Police reserves had to be cailed out from 
every station in the Bronx yesterday after- 
noon to prevent a demonstration cf 500 
striking freight handlers of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad and 
their sympathizers. 

A rumor became current among the strik- 
ers that a number of the mer formerly 
employed at the Westchester yard were 
going back to work. The crowd of 300 
men from the lower part of the city got 
together and started for the vards to pre- 
vent these men from returning to work. 

Word was sent to Police Captain Eur- 
feind of the Westchester Station that the 
strikers were on the way. He loaded the 


reserves of his precinct in 2 vatrol wagon 
and proceeded to East Chester Road, which 
commands the approach to the freight 
yards. When the crowd appeared le or- 
dered the strikers to halt. They stopped, 
and he shouted to them: 

“Right about, face! Go cack where you 
came from.’’ 

The leader stepped to tne front and said 
that they were all American citizens, and

had a right to go where they pleased on & 
public highway. 

“You are here for no good purpose, and 
unless you go back at once I will load you 
all in patrol — and take you to the. 
police station, where you will be locked up 
as disorderly persons,’’ replied the Captain. 

The strikers refused to return, though 
they made no attempt to pass the police.

The fact that the Russians were endeav- 
oring on June 4 to clear the roadsteads of 
Port Arthur of mineg indicates an intention 
upon their part to give battle outside the 
harbor upon the first favorable opportunity. 

A Japanese correspondent returning from 
Talien-Wan says there is a persistent rumor 
there that the Japanese battleship Yashima 
struck a mine off that port recently and 
was sunk. Chinese arrivals from Talien- 
Wan are unable to confirm the story. 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 8.—The Govern- 
ment, it is authoritatively said to-night, 
has no more information than the public 
of happenings in the neighborhood of Port 
Arthur. 

The lack ci official news from the Liao- 
Tung Peninsula bred the usual number of 
rumors throughout yesterday, among them 
reports from Che-Foo and elsewhere that 
the Russian squadron had made a sortie 
from Port Arthur and that the Japanese 
had begun a land attack upon the fortress, 

The General Staff could neither confirm 
nor deny these stories any more than 
similar ones during the past forty-eight 
hours. However, it was pointed out that 
while a preliminary,shelling of the land 
defenses of Port Arthur was not improb- 
able, it was too early to expect news of a 
serious assault, which could not be pressed 
with any prospect of success until siege 
guns had been landed at Dalny, brought 
overland twenty miles, and emplaced, and 
all the arduous preliminary work of a sys- 
tematic advance against the outer works 
of Port Arthur completed. 

The General Staff has received advices to 
the effect that the Chinese report that the 
Japanese are prepared to renew heavy 
fighting on the Kwang-Tung Peninsula on 
Thursday. 

While it is undoubtedly true that a very 
active Russian force is operating on the 
liao-Tung Peninsula in the hope of im- 
peding and possibly crippling the Japanese 
army commanded by Gen. Oku, the number 
and character of this force are shrouded in 
myStery. Figures are freely bandied about, 
but it is impossible to ascertain the exact 
facts. It is doubtful even if the General 
Staff is fully advised of Gen. Kuropatkin’s 
intentions.

About 600 men, with several light guns, 
are engaged in these operations in the 
districts of Ai-Yang and Sai-ma-Tse. 
They seek to menace the Japanese pro- 
vision trains, but their efforts have been 
without result. 

It is noticed that small reconnoitring 
parties, consisting of one young officer 
and two or three soldiers, boldly pene- 
trate the Japanese lines, and, if discov- 
ered, fight with pistols, recalling the 
methods of the Formosan insurgents. 

It may be remarked that the latest 
Russian accounts of the skirmishes near 
Feng-wang-Cheng and Wa-fang-Kow 
conflict flatly with the Japanese official 
reports, which claim that the Russians 
were driven back.

Samsonoff’s fight with the Japanese June

out the Japanese positions. The Cossacks 
and Dragoons crept forward examining 
the steep hillsides, deep ravines, and dry 
water courses likely to protect Japanese 
ambuscades. 

Finally the Japanese fire on the crest of 
the hills located them, and the assailants 
swarmed up almost inaccessible cliffs with- 
out stopping to get breath. The Japanese 
first kept in the shelter of the rocks, but 
the Russian fire searched them out, and 
they flitted shadowlike across the rocks 
as the Cossacks, continued to advance, 
while the dragoons cleared the valley lead- 
ing from the amphitheatre. The Japanese 
cavalry retreated, unwilling to risk a col- 
lision at close quarters.. 

The Russian Hne encircled one great 
hill on which was the principal Japanese 
position, like a living ribbon creeping 
toward the summit. Col. Sereda led the 
advance until he fell wounded half way 
up the cliffs. The command devolved upon 
Lieut. Col. Chicsville, who continued the 
forward movement, clearing the Japanese 
from the hgights. 

In the meantime a Russian battery placed 
an accurate shrapnel fige among the hill- 
tops, hastening the Japanese retreat. 

Two Japanese sharpshooters on the sum- 
mit of a hill seriously annoyed the Rus- 
sians at a critical period of the advance. 
An officer of Terileski’s company scaled 
the rocks in the face of almost certain 
death, and killed both the Japanese, return- 
ing unharmed. 

Soon after the Russians had occupied the 
hilltops and an intrenched village they re- 
ceived an order to retire. Just then the 
Japanese artillery reserve was brought into 
action and showered the retiring Russians 
with shrapnel, but failed to get the exact 
range. . 

Besides Col. Sereda, seventeen Russians 
wre wounded in the day’s encounter. The 
Japanese losses, owing to the accuracy of 
the Russian artillery fire, seemed heavy. 


CLEARING TALIEN-WAN BAY. 


Japanese Busily Removing Mines—One

LONDON, June 8.—The Times’s Rus- 
Sian correspondents say the Novoe 
Vremya publishes an editorial article in 
which, on the strength of a‘ telegram 
from Viceroy Alexieff, it charges the 
Japanese with sowing mines in the open 
seas, and remarks that it is not improb- 
able that the Hatsuse was destroyed by a 
mine set afloat by the Japanese. 

The paper then goes on to complain of 
the prejudice against Russia manifested 
in the comment by the English newspa- 
pers on the use of mines. It says Russia 
is blamed and upbraided, but there is 
not a single word of reproach for the 
Japanese. The same spirit has been 
manifested, it is alleged, ever since the 
war began all through Europe, all the 
powers of which hate Russia and regard 
her with a common dread. 

The Novoe Vremya points its moral 
with a reference to The Times’s wirelesg 
telegraph service. It says: 

“ We declared that we would deal with 
wireless correspondents as if they were 
spies, and we had a perfect right to do so, 
The latest letters from the Haimun bear 
witness to the fact that the correspond- 
ent on board that vessel regularly trans- 
mitted to Che-Foo intelligence of all the 
outgoings @hd ingoings of the Russian 
fleet at Port Arthur. The information 
thus conveyed might obvieusly have been 
of the highest value to the Japanese. 

“When we boarded the Haimun we 
did not make a prisoner of the corre- 
spondent, but contented ourselves with 
exacting from him a written promise 
that he would not cruise round and about 
our Gibraltar. But none the less the 
English press raised a senseless agita- 
tion. 

“A week later the Japanese requested 
the same Haimun not to truise north- 
ward of a line drawn from Che-Foo to 


Che-mul-Pho. The correspondent obeyed 
Without a Murmur, and even expressed 
thanks to the Japanese for their cour- 
tesy. 

“In this case there are two criteria— 
two standards of right and wrong.” 


RUSSIAN EXCESSES IN KOREA.

OVER VICEROY ALEXIEFF 


Czar Refused to Order an Advance 
to Relieve Port Arthur. 


ASKED IF IT WERE POSSIBLE 


Russian Commander Replied It Was Not 
—Report That He Is Sending an 
Army ‘Around to Japanese Rear.

PARIS, June 7.—A St. Petersburg dis- 
patch quotes a general officer of the 
Russian Army as follows: 

“Two days ago I was in the entourage 
of the Emperor. Between the partisans 
of Viceroy Alexieff and the partisans of 
Gen, Kuropatkin there was a fierce bat- 
tle, and incredible efforts were made to 
induce his Majesty to send orders to in- 
duce Gen. Kuropatkin to advance and re- 
lieve Port Arthur at all costs. 

“This would have been a check for the 
Commander in Chief, would have upset 
the decisions he has taken, and would 
have obliged him thoroughly to modify 
his strategic dispositions, which he is 
perhaps no ionger able to change. 

ALEXIEFF’S PARTISANS FAILED. 

“The good sense of the Emperor tri- 
umphed over the intrigues, and he con- 
fined himself to inquiring of Gen. Kuro- 
patkin if the situation admitted of his 
advancing toward Port Arthur, adding 
that he was merely expressing a, wish 
and that he left to the Commander in 
Chief the task of examining the possi- 
bility of complying with it. 

“Gen. Kuropatkin replied that the ad- 
vance was impossible. Knowing him as 
I do, I may add that the Commander in 
Chief would sooner have resigned than 
have executed the order if it had ap- 
peared disastrous for the further opera- 
tions.” Md 

Replying to the observation that Gen. 
Kuropatkin had an army of 200,000 men 
available, the officer replied: 

“Who told you that? If you were to 
suppose that a portion of the troops had 
been dispatched toward Vladivostok in 
order to march down along the coast, oc- 
cupy Korea, and establish themselves in 
the rear of Gen. Kuroki; if you added 
that the army of which the Rennen- 
kampff division was the vanguard, was 
commanded by Gen. Linevitch; if you 
should say that you would not be aston- 
ished shortly to hear that the Japanese 
First Army, under Kuroki, had been an- 
nihilated, I think you,would not be far 
from the truth. 

“In any case I am certain that Gen. 
Kuropatkin will not move on a mere or- 
der from St. Petersburg. I do not say 
he will move at all. I do not even say he 
is not at present on the march. But you 
may state that he is acting on his own 
initiative, unhampered by the central au- 
thorities. 

“He has not yet defeated the Japa- 
nese, but he has beaten Alexieff.” 

KUROPATKIN’S TWO ARMIES. 


Another dispatch from St. Petersburg 
says Gen. Kuropatkin has not one, but 
two armies. The first is at Liao-Yang 
and the Second between Gen. Kuroki’s 
troops and the Pacific. 

This would explain Gen. Kuropatkin’s 
immobility, for the Russian Commander 
in Chief is waiting for the second army 
to complete a long and difficult march 
from Vladivostok toward the Yalu, thus 
cutting Gen. Kuroki’'s communications 
before himself making a general offen- 
sive advance in order to place the Japa- 
nese between two fires.

DENVER, June 7.—Anna B. Etzler, a 
stenographer, living in this city with her 
mother and sister, received a cablegram to- 
day announcing the death of her brother, 
Lewis Etzel, who was fired on in a junk 
and killed by Chinese soldiers. The cable- 
gram contained no details. 

Lewis Etzel was the som of Gabriel 
Etzel, formerly of Butler, Penn., who died 
several years ago in this city. The dead 
correspondent was thirty-six years of age. 
He left home about ten years ago, and had 
never returned. 

Etzel had traveled extensively and had 
accompanied some of the ‘most famous 
Eastern exploring expeditions. He had 
often penetrated some of the wildest parts 
of the East Indies, and with Russell Har- 
rison, son of President Harrison, made a 
trip through the jungles of Borneo in 1901. 


LONDON, June 8.—Ernest Brindle, The 
Daily Mail’s correspondent in* Manchuria, 
in an account of thf death of Lewis Etzel, 
says: 

+ Our intention was to cruise along the 
Liao- -Tung jcoast. About 6 o’clock in the 
morning the junk was surrounded by four 
sailing boats manned by Chinese soldiers, 
who, without explanation, opened fire, their 
shots falling all over our boat. We were 
below reading and writing, and Etzel, look- 
ing out, received a fearful wound in the 
back of his head, and expired in a few mo- 
ments. 

“The soldiers, who were dressed like 
pirates, said they mistook us for a pirate 
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boat ay he ‘were seeking. They afterward 
donned uniforms. 

“TI walked to Tien-chwang-Tai to sum- 
mon assistance. One of the Chinese crew 
Was badly wounded, and it is not likely he 
will recover.” 


Lewis Etzel was in Tien-Tsin at the time 
of the Boxer uprising, and was one of the 
little band of civilian defenders of the city 
in the trying days before the arrival of as- 
sistance from the fleets at Taku.

SUBMARINE SENT TO JAPAN? 


Report ‘That the Protector Has Been 
Shipped from This City. 


BRIDGEPORT, June 7.—The report 
reached this city this afteroon that the 
submarine boat Protector has been shipped 
to Japan from New York, and that four 
boats modeled after the Protector are now 
under construction at the works of the 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Company. 

Capt. Simon Lake, the builder of the sub- 
marine named after him, was seen to-day, 
and refused to deny or affirm the report. 
He said that the Protector had gone from 
here, but where he would not state.

In official cir- 
cles it comes_almost as a relief to the 
slight feeling of concern caused by cer- 
tain recent manifestations, such as the 
toast at Naples emphasizing the Triple 
Alliance and the speeches of the Kaiser 
on his return from Italy. 

Both the French Government and the 
French people have unlimited faith in 
King .Edward’s loyalty to them. In 
France the King of England is now 
looked up to as the mainstay of peace, a 
wise and great-hearted sovereign not 
only dev oted to the welfare of the nation 
over whose destinies he presides, but 
with sufficiently broad and generous 
sympathies to desire also the happiness 
-and profperity of the rest of the world. 

It is hoped that the King’s influence 
with his imperial nephew will be of avait 
in removing from the Emperor’s mind 
any mistrust or suspicion as regards the 
pacific character of the Anglo-French 
rapprochement, as also of the intentions 
and policy of the French Republic. 

It would be profoundly regrettable if 
means were not found to establish more 
cordial relations between France and 
Germany, whose relations are now not 
quite as satisfactory as they might be. 
It is to the interest of all Europe that 
this should be accomplished. and it is not 
France alone which would be the gainer 
if the King were instrumental in bring. 
ing about this happy result.

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GATHERED HERE AGAIN 


Not Many Lean Delegates at Ho- 
tel Men’s Convention. 


A SAIL UP THE NORTH RIVER 


Simeon Ford, Golf Player, Cables Urgent 
Request for New Ten .Com- 
mandments. 


Seven hundred members of the Hotel 
Men's Mutual Benefit Association gathered 
yesterday morning at the Hotel Manhattan 
for the twenty-fifth annual convention of 
the organization. Most of the delegates 
were above weight—jolly, big fellows, who 
loved to tell a story and laugh at one an- 
other while they were busy saving their 
collars from wilting by the constant appli- 
cation of handkerchiefs. And then ‘there 
Was another sort, a minority of tall and 
lean men, who seldom laughed and never 
perspired. 

The meeting was called to order by 
George W. Sweeney of the Hotel Victoria, 
-President of the Association. -After the 
reading of the report of the Secretary and 
Treasurer, T. K. Blatchford, showing the 
organization to be in a prosperous condi- 
tion, C. W. Parker of the New England 
Hotel of Boston received a gold watch as 
a reward for bringing in the greatest num- 
ber of members during the year. Mr. Swee- 
ney and Mr. Blatchford were re-elected to 
their respective offices, and Frank P. 
Ewing of the Savoy Hotel, Kansas City, 
was chosen Vice President. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
the members—with their wives and daugh- 
ters, if they had any around—boarded the 
steamboat Cygnus at the foot of West 
Twenty-second Street for a sail around the 
harbor. When they were off Grant’s Tomb 
the fireboat George B. McClellan gave an 
exhibition of what she could do in the way 
of throwing water. At a distance of about 
@ hundred yards she let loose ten streams 
from foreward, aft, starboard, and port, 
s0 that she loked like a great butterfly as 
the sunlight fell on the spray, making a 
rainbow just below each stream. Then she 
used four streams, two on either side, 
which arched like wings, the forward one 
shooting up vertically and one from the 
stern spreading out, so that she was for all 
the world like a huge swan settling on the 
water. 

The McClellan crossed the bow of the 
excursion boat, throwing tons. of water 
high into the air with her four-inch nozzle, 
and manoeuvring the great stream as if 
it were a rapid-fire gun. The hotel men 
cheered, the women clapped their hands, 
and Chief Croker came out of the pilot- 
house and waved his Panama hat to the 
Wwisitors.

SPITE FENCE ON CONEY ROAD. 


A B. R. T. Move Against Property Qwner 
Who Spoiled the View. 


Spite fences promise to afford fresh inter- 
est to travelers over the Coney Island lines 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit system to- 
day. One, built by the railroad itself, shot 
up like a mushroom yesterday to a height 
of two stories, snutting off the light and 
air from the rear of Louis Gottlieb’s dry 
g2ed store in Surf Avenue, close to the 
Lune. Park terminus. The other is promised 
by Edward J. Somerville, a lawyer of Ocean 
Parkway anc partner of Mr. Gottlieb, who 
ceclares that he will begin it this morning 
on his property so close to the raiis of the 
Brighton Beach iine that they will have to 


stop operaticns until they have shifted 
their tracks further from his land. 

The trouble was caused by the refusal of 
Mr. Gottlieb to stop piling his packing 
cases at the rear of his store adjacent to 
the rai'roud, as had long been-his custom. 
The railroad said that Gottlieb’s packing 
cases were an eyesore to passengers, and 
they wanted everything about their termi- 
rus to present -n attractive appearance. 
Mr Goitlieb says he thinks the railroad’s 
real motive was to grabk the strip behind his 
establishment for trackage purposes. Al-

LIGHTNING CAUSED TIE-UP. 


Feed Wires Burned Out and Brooklyn 
Cars Were Blocked. 


Lightning played havoc with the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Company’s system at 6 
o'clock yesterday morning, paralyzing it 
and causing one of the: biggest traffic tie- 
ups ever experienced in Brooklyn. Big 
feed wires were burned through and four 
fires were started on the elevated railroad 
structures by lightning, travel being 
brougnt to a standstill in all parts of the 
borough. 

The troutJe originated in the storm.short- 
By after midnight. when lightning found its 
way to the company’s power-carrying 
wires, weakening them and burning off the 


insulation at various points on the lines. 
Long lines of cars were stalled on nearly 
. all the roads, and it was fully three hours 
before the bicckade was entirely raised. 
The firemen who were called out by the 
fires on the elevated structures complained 
to Deputy Chief Lally that the electric 
current was not turned off from the third 
rail while they were at work.

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Said to be Largest Ever Here—Noble 


Forehead and Arms. 


After a voyage of twenty-four days from 
Singapore, a male ourang-outang, said to be 
the largest of its species.ever brought to 
America, reached here yesterday aboard the 
tramp steamship Hong Wan I., a vessel 
owned by a British company engaged in the 
China trade. The beast has no name, and 
never had one, according to Capt. J. Slaker 
of the steamship. It stands more than 4% 
feet in height, weighs about-175 pounds, 
has a hand 12 inches long, and a forearm 
measuring one yard. Capt. Slaker said 
that the beast was a native of Borneo, 
where he was captured several years ago 
by a dealer from Singapore. From that 
dealer he was purchased by the Captain, 
who sold him yesterday to Louis Ruhe, the 
Grand Street animal dealer. \

yesterday afternoon. His chief peculiarity 
is his high forehead. The distance from 
his eyes to his hair is nearly four inches, 
and according to the tramp skipper and 
the animal vendor, no other ourang-outang 
ever had such an expanse of forehead.

The animal's finger nails, coal black in 
color, are shaped exactly like those of a 
man.

FRATERNITY FIGHTING TAX. 


Question of Exemption of Chapter 
House Before the Court of Appeals. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, June 7.—The Court of Appeals 
has under consideration the question wheth- 
er college fraternity chapter houses should 
be exempt from taxation under Subdivision 
7 of Section 4 of the tax law. 

The action was brought by the Delta 
Kappa Epsilon Chapter at Hamilton Col- 
lege, which holds that its chapter house is 
exempt from taxation on the grounds that 
the society was formed exclusively for the 
‘moral and mental improvement of men 
and for library, literary, scientific, and 
educational purposes.”’ 

The Assessors of the Town of Kirkland, 
where the property is located, do not deny 
that the organization was formed for these 
purposes, but maintain that the house is 
not used for such purposes exclusively. 

The proceedings were begun in 1900. A 
referee decided against the chapter, but 
Justice Scripture, in Special Term, held in 


favor of its contention. The Appellate 
Division reversed Justice Scripture, and 
from this finding an appeal was taken to 
the Court of Appeals. 


SAYS GOSLIN WAS “SPENCER.” 


Jobelman’s Testimony at American Fi- 
nance and Mortgage Ca. Hearing. 


Frederick W. Jobelman, former confiden- 
tial employe of Alfred R. Goslin, under 
cross-examination by Goslin’s attorney, W. 
G. Lipman, in the American Finance ond 
Mortgage hearing yesterday, persisted in 
his statement that it was Goslin who used 
in the important transactions the name of 
William H, Spencer. 

Jobelman insisted that Goslin, in his guise 
of ‘‘Spencer,”’ had directed the Eastern 
Trust Company to cash for Christo Cos- 


mides the disputed checks drawn in Spen- 
cer’s name, which have figured extensively 
in evidence. He also told how mail for 
“Spencer "had been received at the office 
of the American Finance and Mortgage 
Company and sent to the private office 
that Goslin maintained at 150 Nassau 
Street. 

In the course of this testimony the/ref- 
eree directed the stenographer to enter in 
the minutes this sentence: ‘“‘ Any one can 
see from the records the animus of this 
witness for the purposes of the case.” 
Counsel for Goslin also asked the witness 
at some length why he had delivered at the 
office of the District Attorney certain 
papers that he had been requested .o sub- 
mit before the referee. The line of ques- 
tioning was objected to and the objection 
sustained. 


ROOT ARGUES FOR CROSS. 


Attacks Charges Upon Which Cross Lost 
His Police Inspectorship. 


Elihu Root appeared before the Appellate 
Division yesterday afternoon for the first 
time since he laid aside his Cabinet port- 
folio. He crossed legal lances with As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Terence A. 
Farley in regard to Adam A. Cross, yet an- 
other lawyer. Cross wishes to get back his 
job of Inspector of Police, from which he 
was ousted by Gen. Francis V. Greene, 
who, Mr. Root said, was “a distinguished 
military officer.” 

Mr. Root said that the summing up of the 
charges upon which Cross was dismissed 


was that years before Cross was brought 
to trial at all laws had sometimes been 
violated in the district south of Fourteenth 
Stréet and east of the Bowery, the most 
crowded area of its size in all the world.

German Trains Travel at Raté of 


COMPARED WITH ELECTRICITY 


Motor Cars Attained Higher Speed, but 
This Is Not Practicable in 
Actual Practice. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—A report, dated 
April 20, has been received here from 
United States Consul General Mason at 
Berlin, treating of the recent high speed 
steam locomotive tests in Germany fol- 
lowing the elaborate experiments in high 
speed electrical traction. The report fol- 
lows: 

In the several reports from this Consulate 
during the past two years describing the 
conditions and results of the elaborate ex- 
periments in high-speed electrical traction 
which have been conducted. on a section of 
carefully prepared track between Marien- 
felde and Zossen, near Berlin, repeated ref- 
erence has been made to the fact that an 
equally thorough and interesting series of 
tests would in due course be made with 
several specially constructed steam loco- 
motives in order to secure a basis for con- 
clusive comparisons between the two forms 
of power for high-speed traffic over long 
distances. 

The question to be decided by these de- 
liberate and carefully prepared trials was 
whether, with the existing conditions of 
climate, distances between large cities, 
grades, curves, and the present standard 
of track and bridge construction in Ger- 
many, the speed of express passenger trains 
could be safely and economically increased 
to seventy or eighty miles per hour, and, ir 
so, whether steam or electricity would 
prove preferable as a motive power. Would 
the German “ Blitzzug’”’ of the future be 
hauled by an electric motor or a steam en- 
gine so enlarged and improved as to meet 
the highest requirements of modern railway 
practice? s 

The electric motor trials were completed, 
as will be remembered, during the Autumn 
of last year, with the net result that the 
two motor cars obtained speeds of 117.32 
miles per hour—or nearly 2 miles per min- 
ute—without injury to the car or motor, 
without undue strain upon the track, or dis- 
comfort to passengers. This upon a straight, 
nearly level, track 14.5 miles long, and of 
the heaviest and most solid and careful 
construction, with inside guard rails to 
minimize the effect of lateral motion 
at high velocities. But as the railways of 
Germany involve all the usual variations 
of grade and frequent curves of a radius 
as low as 520 yards, any such pace as 117 
miles an hour was and must long remain 
outside the limits of actual practice. It re- 
mained for the new locomotives to demon- 
strate the efficiency of steam up to 80 or 85 
miles an hour, the apparent limit of speed 
development under existing conditions. 


EXPERIMENT WITH STEAM LOCOMO- 
TIVES. 


The track having been carefully exam- 
ined and the deteriorating effects of the 
electric motor car trials noted and re- 
paired, the experiments with steam locomo- 
tives began abbdut the end of February, and 
were continued until a few days ago. The 
tests included engines of four different 
types, each built by a different German 


firm, or company, and shown in the origi- 
nal illustrations that accompany this re- 


port. 

In order to make the conditions as nearly 
as possible those of actual service, the load 
consisted of six vestibule cars of the stand- 
ard D type, weighing about thirty tons 
each, one of-which had been equipped with 
instruments to measure and record speed, 
oscillation, and the pull exerted by the en- 
gine at each = of the run. Each engine 
was first tested with the full train, then 
half of it was detached and another series 
of trials. made with three cars only. This 
latter series was in compliance with the 
scheme described in a Consular report 
“The Express Train of the Future,” by 
which it was proposed to divide the fast 
long-distance passenger train service into 
units of three cars each, capable of carry- 
ing 100 passengers with all facilities for 
their comfort by day ar night. 

The first trials were those of a locomo- 
tive built by the Egestorf Machinery Com- 
pany at Hanover. It is of the same gen- 
eral model as the “ Atlantic’ type in the 
United States—that is, carried on ten 
wheels, viz., the four-whéeled forward 
truck, then the two pairs of coupled driv- 
ers, and a pair of trail wheels under the 
cab to sustain the after portion of the 
boiler, which is of extraordinary size and 
large heating surface. This machine, with 
a train of six cars, attained an average 
speed of 111 kilometers (68.97 miles) per 
hour throughout the run, and with three 
cars 2 pace of 79.41 miles an hour. 

The second machine of Grafenstadt con- 
struction is a compound locomotive, like- 
wise of the “ Atlantic’’ type, in which the 
cylinders are placed far back and the 
piston head geared by a short connecting 
rod to the crank pir of the rear driving 
wheel. This engine made with the full 
train a rur of 118 kilometers, (73.32 miles,) 
and with three cars 76.42 miles an hour, and 
showed good results as to fuel and steam 
consumption. 


MAKE 84.5 MILES AN HOUR. 


The third contesting machine was an 
eight-wheeled compound engine equipnved 
with Schmidt’s device for superheating 
steam. It was designed ty Baurath Garbe 


and built by the well-known firm of A. 
Borsig, at Tegel, near Berlin. This engine 
was not built specially for these trals, but 
is one of a number of the same type which 
have been constructéd by the same firm 
and ——— for service to the royal Prus- 
sian railway administration. ‘Ihe driving 
wheels are ae et inches in diam- 
eter, héating surface square feet, sur- 
face of superheater 288 — feet, nor- 
mal working pressure twelve atmospheres 
(176.4 pounds) to the inch and weigh:, 
when ready for service, 120,051 pounds 
avoirdupois. This engine attained with 
the full train 128 kilometers, (79.53 miles,) 
and with three cars a epeeed of 84.5 miles 
an hour, the energy developed being about 
2,000 horsepower. 


FASTEST ENGINE AT WORLD'S FAIR. 


The fourth competitor was an engine of 
a wholly original type, designed by Chief 
Engineer Wittfeld of the Prussian railway 
administration, and built by Messrs. Hen- 
schel & Sons of Cassel. Before being 


the State lines near Géttingen, and since 
the trials were finished it has been dis- 
mantled and ship for exhibition at the 
World’s Fair in St. Louis, Its most striking 
peculiarities are that it is so built that the 
sogmase stands in front within a glazed 
cab like the motorman of an electric car, 
and both engine and tender are covered 
with a sheathing of sheet iron with glazed 
windows and so arranged as to provide a 
covered passage from front to rear.

The en- 
gine is of the compound type, the high- 
pressure cylinder be located midway be- 
tween the side framés, where its piston 
connects with an inside crank on the for- 
ward driving shaft. The low-pressure cyl- 
inders, of which there are two of equal di- 
ameter, are external and drive two outside 
cranks set parallel to each other and on 
the same side of the axle 90 degrees from 
the inside crank that ‘connects with the 
high-pressure cylinder. This secures an 
even balance between the reciprocating 

arts, from which important results have 
Been expected.

curves of different radius—will be known 
only to the Government experts until the 
whole mass of notes and records made 
during the expériments and subsequently on 
other portions of the line shall have been 
formulated and published. 


TAKES MINUTE TO STOP TRAIN. 


Among the incidental’ demonstrations 
made by the tests was the fact that with 
the pneumatic brakes now in use on Ger- 
man vestibule cars it required a full minute 
and a distance of 1,093 yards to stop a 
train of six cars running at eighty-five 
miles an hour. German First-class trains 
are equipped for a maximum speed of 
eighty-five kilometers, (52.8 miles,) an hour, 
and their brakes are capable of stopping a 
train running at that speed on level track 
within a distance of about 433 yards. It, 
therefore, any approach to_ the higher: 
speeds which will be made possible by these 
new types of locomotives should be adopt- 
ed, the change will involve important modli- 
tications in brakes and signal systems, 
which are based on present limitations of 
speed and braking power. 

Pending the preparation and issue of the 
official report on which the ultimate con- 
clusions will be based, a Berlin engineer, 
Dr. Reichel, has given some interestin 
comparisons of cost between steam an 
electric traction from the standpoint of 
German practice and illustrated by the 
recent experiments with both motive forces. 
A steam train of five cars and a standard 
locomotive weighs 330 tons, seats 168 pas- 
sengers, and uses at full speed 1,400 horse j 
power. The electric train of one motor car | 
and four trail cars weighs 260 tons, seats 
180 passengers, and utilizes 1,000 horse 
power. Each train and engine costs for ; 
initial construction about $100,000. The j 
operating cost of the steam train is fixed by 
Dr. Reichel at 1214 cents per 100 seat kilo- 
meters and 11% cents, or 1 cent cheaper, 
for the electric train.

Prosecutor Hopes to Have Eye- 
Witness of Shooting of Young. 


REVOLVER NOT YET TRACED 


Affecting Meeting in the Tombs of the 
Imprisoned Actress and 
Her Father. 


Steps will be taken to-day by the Dis- 
trict Attorhey’s office to cause the in- 
Gictment of Nan Patterson, the actress, 
who has been a prisoner in the Tombs since 
the ‘mysterious shooting in a hansom cab 
last Satirday of ‘‘Caesar’’ Young, the 
bookmaker. 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan will 
g° before the Grand Jury when that body 
meets to-day, and present whatever evi- 
dence there is in his possession. Detective 
Sergeants. Flay and Carey of Inspector 
McClusky’s staff went to the St. Paul 
Apartment House, at Sixtieth Street and 
Broadway, with a subpoena for J. Morgan 
Smith, the brother-in-law of the prisoner. 
They were told at the hotel that Smith had 
mot been seen there since Monday, but 
they finally found him in Park Row. His 
testimony is wanted in connection with the 
efforts of the authorities—so far unsuc- 
cessful—to trace the ownership of the re- 
volver found in the pocket of Young after 
he had been shot. 

The detectives took Smith to the District 
Attorney's office, where Mr. Garvan briefly 
interrogated him regarding the weapon. 
Smith, however, declined to answer any 
questions, and was then excused until to- 
morrow, when the same questions and 
others will be put to him after he has been 
Sworn before the Grand Jury. 

Capt. Sweeney of the Leonard Street Sta- 
tion had*several of his detectives at work 
yesterday on the revolver feature of the 
case, It has been learned that the manu- 
facturers in Springfield sold the weapon to 
Schoverling, Daly & Gales of 302 Broad- 
Way, in September, 1898. Since then the 
firm has had a fire in which the records 
of previous sales were destroyed. The re- 
volver bears the number 74,050. Joseph 
Gales of the firm said yesterday that he 
thought the révolver was one of a lot 
shipped to San Francisco, where Young, 
the Patterson- woman, and. some of her 
friends have spent considerable time. 

Balked ‘n théir attempt to obtain a clue 
to the owner of the revolver, the detectives 
yesterday mede a canvass of second-hand 
shops and of saloons in Columbus Avenue 
between One Hundred and Fortieth Street 
and Fifty-ninth Street. The detectives are 
pretty well satisfied that if the revolver 
belonged to Young he obtained it on the 
very morning of the shooting, for they 
have information which seems to make it 
certain that he did not possess it when he 
left the house of his brother-in-law in 
Harlem.

THINKS ELEVATED IMPERILED. 


But Company Fails to Stop Contractor 
at Chatham Square. 


There was another clash yesterday be- 
tween the elevated railroad company and 
Patrick Gallagher, the contractor who is 
building a public comfort station in 
Chatham Square, and a consequence was 
the appearance of Gallagher before Mag- 
istrate Ommen in the Centre Street Police 
Court. 

The trouble arose over the attempt of the 
contractor’s men to shore up one of the 
elevated pillars in order that they might 
proceed with the work of excavation. The 
summons for Gallagher was obtained at the 
instance of the police, who charged that by 
undermining the pillar the workmen were 
endangering the safety of the structure. 

Gallagher explained that the Interborough 
Company some months ago had obtained 
an injunction against him on _ similar 
grounds, but that it was dismissed by the 
Supreme Court, which held that he had a 
right to build the public comfort station. 

Arthur A. Townsend, who appeared as 
counsel for the elevated company, declared 
that Gallagher was guilty of criminal intent 
to damage the road, and urged. that his 
client possessed property rights at Chatham 
Square which Gallagher had no authority to 
interfere with. 

Addressing the lawyer, Magistrate Om- 
men said: 

“You have simply an easement on a 
franchise, and the Supreme Court has held 
that Gallagher is clearly within his rights.” 

“We want the contractor to pay us for 
shoring up the structure,” said Mr. 
Townsend. ‘ We'can do the work safer 
and cheaper than he can.” 

The Magistrate decided that Gallagher 
was clearly within his rights, and Rounds- 
man McCarthy asked what he should do if 


the elevated structure was endangered. He 
was told by the Magistrate that the police 
had no right to interfere with men work- 
ing within their rights under the law. 

All persons concerned then went before 
District Attorney Jerome, who referred 
them to the Corporation Counsel. Mr. | 
Jerome said that he had advised the police 
if they saw any one endangering pub- 
lic life, as by removing pillars of the ele- 
vated road, to arrest them. 

Gallagher deciared that he was under a 
penalty of $50 a day to the city, and that 
the work had already been delayed two 
months. He said, however, that he would 
suspend operations until he could confer 
with the Corporation Counsel. 


POLICEMEN BACK TO PATROL. 


Present Details as Patrol Wagon Driv- 
ers Will Be Ended. 


At the meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday the report of the Finance 
Committe2 was unahimously approved, giv- 
ing $173,150 for the Police Department 
payroll for the employment of 210 drivers 
for the patrol wagons. These drivers. will 
receive $2,50 a day, and will release for 
police duty the 210 policemen who now are 
driving the wagons. These policemen are 
receiving $1,406 a year each, or an aggre- 
gate of $294,000 a year, $121,000 more than 
will be paid for patrol wagon drivers under 
the new arrangement. The Commissioner 
greatly needs the service of the additional 
men, to say nothing of the saving effected. 

Alderman Marks induced the board to 
approve an appropriation of $35,000 for a 
new Court House in the Thirteenth Mu- 
nicipal Court District, the money to be used 
to convert the old St. Mary’s Academy, in 


Madison Street, into suitable quarters for 
court purposes. 

Alderman McCall, Chairman, announced 
that the Finance Committee at the last 
minute had decided not to ask the Alder- 
men to vote on its report on the big bond 
issues authorized at the last meeting of 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 
These include the Manhattan Bridge ap- 
propriatior of $10,250,000; extensions of the 
water plant, $1,000,000; $645,000 for baths 
in Manhattan, $344,000 in Brooklyn, 
$75,000 in the Bronx. 


HILTON’S CHAUFFEUR ACCUSED. 


Woman Charges Him with Being One of 
Three Robbers. 


When three young men were brought up 
before Judge Cowing in General Sessions 
yesterday for robbing Mrs. Stella Tobin of 
her purse at Sixty-third Street and Am- 
sterdam Avenue, on May 15, one of the 
prisoners, James McGuire, said that he 
was chauffeur for Col. Hilton, the son of 
ex-Judge Hilton. He also said that he was 
a Tammany District Captain in the Nine- 
teenth Assembly District. 

McGuire said that on the night of the 
robbery he had taken Col. and Mrs. Hilton 
to and from the Savoy Theatre, and was

At the request of the officers of the 
united garment workers Samuel Gompers, 
President of the American Federation of 
Labor, wrote to Isaiah Josephi, President 
of the Labor Bureau of the National As- 
sociation of Clothiers, asking for a confer- 
ence. It was learned last evening that 
Mr. Josephi has replied that there were 
no differences between employers and em- 
ployes, and that no conference is therefore 
necessary. 


Panama Canal Board Secretary. 
WASHINGTON, June 7.—Dominic J. 
Murphy, Commissioner of Pensions under 
President Cleveland, was to-day elected 


by the Panama Canal Commissioners as 
Secretary of that body. Until recently he 
was éditor and proprietor of The New 
Century a Catholic weekly published here. 


Engaging Labor for the Canal.

COMING CHANGES IN 
CANADA’S TARIFF 


But No General Revision to be 
Made at Present. 


“DUMPING” TO BE CHECKED 


Finance Minister Fielding Says Prosper- 
ity Is Greater In the. Dominion 
Than in the United States. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, June 7.—Crowded 
galleries listened to Finance Minister Field- 
ing’s budget speech in the Commons to- 
day. The Minister spoke of the prosperity 
of the country, which, he said, was far 
more marked in Canada, where a moderate 
tariff existed, than in the Uaited States, 
where there was a high tariff. 

Dealing with the financial vosition, he 
showed that for the year ended June 50 
last, the surplus revenue over expenditure 
was over $14,000,000, and that when the 
current financial year closed on the 480th of 
the present month, the surplus would be 
$16.500,000, 

He calculated that the reduction of the 
public debt for the year ‘would be $7,500,600, 
During eight years of Liberal rule, he said, 
there had been an average annual surplus 
of $7,285,000, compared with an annual 
average surplus of $544,100. during eightcen 
years of Conservative rule, He showed that 
the Liberals carried on the government of 
the country for eight years without adding 
one dollar to the public debt, against an 
annual increase of $6,563,000 during the 
eighteen years of Conservative rule. The 
debt was $46 per head instead of $50 in 
1896. 

He would not interfere with the surtax 
on German goods. It worked well for Can- 
ada. Dealing with the tariff, Mr. Fielding 
said that seven years of trial showed it 
was highly satisfactory. It was a revenue 
producer and contained a measure of pro- 
tection as well. Canada would adhere to 
British prefevence. There was but one 
opinion in Canada on that point. Canada 
led the way. He regretted that Great Brit- 
ain did not respond as far as obtaining 
preference in return, but as the question 
was one of political strife in the mother- 
land Canada was content to state her po- 
sition and did not intend doing anything 
further, 

As far as the tariff was concerned, some 
charges would be made now, but there 
would be no general revision until such 
time as a thorough investigation had been 
made into al) the industries of the country. 
When that revision was made the lines on 
which the tariff would be arranged would 
be that there would be three tariffs. There 
would be a maximum tariff, a minimum 
tariff, and British preference. In the mean- 
time the following changes will be made: 

Woolens—Instead of 231-3 per cent. Brit- 
ish preference, there will be a minimum 
tariff of 30 per cent. 

Twine and Deidags tow 16 2-3, and on 
preference will have a minimum of 20 per 
cent. 

China and Porcelain—Now 20 per cent., 
vill be made 15 per cent. 

Window Glass—Now 20 per cent., 
made 7% per. cent. 

Plate glass not beveled—Now 25 and 35 
per cent. acording to grade, will be made 
10 per cent, ad valorem. 

Silk fabrics—Neckwear will be madé 10 
per cent. 

Refind coal oil—Now 5 cents per gallon, 
will be made 244, and there will be a bounty 
of 1% cents per gallon on crude oil manu- 
factured in Canada. Crude oil will be ad- 
mitted free. 

Molasses—From British countries where 


preference operates will be aamittea free. 
Stallions and mares—Prohibited when of 


less value than $50. 
The free list will be considerably ex- 


tended. 
Mr. Fielding in closing announced that 


the Government proposed to stop what was 
now called “‘ dumping,”’ but previously was 
spoken of as “slaughtering.”’ This would 
give Canada a chance to deal favorably 
with those countries that treated her favor- 
ably, and to dea) with those countries that 
were hostile to her. 

What he proposed was to impose a special 
duty on dumped goods equal to the dif- 
ference between the price at which these 
gocds were sold for delivery in Canada, and 
the fair market value in the country of 


their production. 
The Minister's ‘s speech was well received. 


SUBMARINE’S LONG TEST. 


The Fulton Under Water at Newport for 
Over Twelve Hours. 


NEWPORT, R. L, June 7.—The subma- 
rine torpedo boat Fulton, which was sunk 
to the bottom of the ocean last evening 
for a test, remained there ‘ver twelve 
hours, coming up at 11:10 A. M. to-day. 

Naval Constructor Woodward, of the trial 
board, remained on board the Fulton, and 
the vicinity was carefully watched all night 
to guard against the boat coming to the 
surface. The men on the torpedo boat were 
on duty in watches of two hours each, the 
remainder of the time being spent in read- 
ing, playing games, and sleeping. All the 
members of the crew were in good condi- 
tion to-day, and appeared to have rested 
well. By order of the trial board, fresn 
air was pumped in every four hours, 

The trial was pronounced successful in 
every way. There were ten men on board, 
and it is affirmed that they ould have 


stayed in the boat under water ten days 
without coming to the surface, 

To-morrow or Thursday, the Fulton will 
run to New Suffolk, L. I., with Naval Con- 
structor Woodward in charge, on a test to 
determine the amount of fuel necessary for 
such a run., 


BRIDGE TERMINAL EXTENSION. 


Temporary Structure to Cost $100,000 
Will Be Erected. 


Engineers of the Bridge Department have 
completed plans for a temporary Brooklyn 
Bridge terminal, to extend across Park 
Row and within forty feet of the City Hall. 
Work will be started as soon as the con- 
tracts can be let. Approximately $100,000 
will be spent on the temporary terminal, 
to serve pending the completion, two years 
hence, of the proposed $6,000,000 terminal.

PITCHER CLARKSON COMING 


Greater New York Team Secures the 
Skillful Harvard Student. 


Frank Farrell, owner of the Greater New 
York Baseball Club, said last night that 
Walter Clarkson, of Harvard University, 
who is recognized as the premier pitcher 
in college ranks, had signed to play with 
the Greater New York Club of the Ameri- 
can League. Not only the local club but 
the Chicago Nationals, Pittsburg, and Bos- 
itor. Americans made Clarkson enticing in- 
ducements, and the fact that he at last 
consented to leave the amateur ranks and 
join the Greater New Yorks, reflects credit 
on Manager Griffith who carried on ‘12- 
gotiations sucessfully, ard will undoubt- 
edly be hailed with pleasure by enthusiasts 
of the game in this city. It is understood 
that Clarkson will not report to Manager 
Griffith until after ‘the college term 's 
over. which will be within a fortnight. 

Clarkson is a brother to John Clarkson, 
who also left Harvard at the close of his 
college term to join the Chicago National 
League team, and under Anson’s captaincy 
developed into one of the leading pitchers 
of the country, and was subsequently 
bought by the Boston Club for $10,000.

Walter Clarkson prepared for Harvard 
at the Cambridge Latin School. While at 
the latter institution he showed exception- 
al ability as a pitcher, and when he en- 
tered Harvard in the Fall of 1900 great 
things were prophesied concerning him. 
Besides his remarkable pitching, Clarkson 
is a heavy hitter and excellent fielder. 
When not pitching he plays in centre field.

AMATEUR SAILORS WANTED. — 


Yacht Clubs Discuss Advisability of 
Creating Junior Memberships. 


In nearly all the yacht cluos on Long 
Island Sound a proposition to create junicr 
membership has been discussed during the 
past few months, either informally or at 
the club meetings. While the scheme takes 
@ new form in nearly every ciub, the ob- 
jects to be attained are the same—the qual- 
ifying of clever young sailors who are not 
club members to sail in races, and the re- 
cruiting of the ranks of actual racing 


sailors in the clubs. 
The rules of the Yacht Racing Associa- 


tion of Long Island Sound -tipulate that in 
the amateur classes a boat :nust be steered 
by £ Corinthian who is a member of a 
recognized yacht club. Now there are, in 
each club port, from three to a dozen 
youngsters, not of legal age, who are able 
to sail rings around some of ine veterans, 
but they cannot serve as helmsmen in races 
because they are not members cf any yacht 
club. Moreover, the cost of membership 
is prohibitive. 

The general scheme is to provide a limited 
form of membership for such youngsters 
who are relatives of members, at half 
annual dues, or even less, and with no 
initiation fee; such membership to termi- 
nate or to be merged into full membership 
by the payment of an initiation fee at the 
age of twenty-one years. 

The Indian Harbor Yacht Club will take 
the matter up at a special meeting, to be 
held at the clubhouse in Greenwich, Conpn., 


on Friday evening. It is proposed to in- 
corporate the following new section in the 
by-laws: , 

Yearly Junior Membership.—The Board of Di- 
rectors will consider proposals for a yearly junior 
membership, when such proposals are made and 
seconded, and sanctioned by a parent or guar- 
dian, who agrees to be responsible for any ob- 
ligations incurred. The annual charge will be 
one-half the amount of the annual dues for 
regular members, no initiation fee being charged. 
Only persons under twenty-one years of age will 
be eligible to such yearly membership. Should a 
person holding such a yearly membership desire 
to become a regular member of the club it will 
be necessary for him to pay the regular initiation 
fee as well as the regular annual dues. A rson 
who has been clected a yearly member will have 
no vote. All other privileges of the club, except 
the bar privilege, will be granted to such mem- 
bers. All accounts incurred by juniors must be 
rendered to the parent or guardian sanctioning 
the membership. 

The junior membership idea was exploit- 
ed in the Seawanhaka-Corinthian Yacht 
Club with great success about seven years 
ago. The system was much broader, how- 
ever, than that which is talked of in va- 
rious club circles at present. The club ad- 
mitted as junior members without initiation 
fees and at half the ordinary dues a con-. 
siderable number of men under the age of 
twenty-five years, and continued them as 
full members on attaining that age cn the 
payment of full yearly dues. A very large 
proportion of the men who have ‘een 
active in the management of the club's 
affairs, and especially of its racing, during 
the past two or three years are men who 
were admitted as junior members in 1897 


and 1898.

It was a 
game in which Taylor and Leever, the 
pitchers, cut the most prominent figure, 
with the honbdrs going to the Pittsburg man, 
Instead of the unmerciful drubbing Miller 
and Camnitz received, all the New Yorks 
could do yesterday was to hit safely seven 
times, including a two-baser, and notwith- 
standing four men were sent to first on 
called balls, not a run was scored. Taylor 
also was in fine fettle, and while he was 
hit for only the same number of singles as 
was credited to Leever, they enabled the 
Pittsburgs to score twice, only one run, 
however, being earneg. The fielding of 
both teams was excellent, a dropped thrown 
ball by Bransfield being the only error 
charged to the. Pittsburgs, while New 
York’s only mistake was committed bp Gil- 
bert, a fumble of a ground ball. Bowerman 
played at first base in place of McGann, 
and did well. He led in batting, making 
three of the New York’s seven hits. 

Pittsburg started off with a run in the 
first inning, Leach hitting to centre field, 
and afterward stealing second base. He 
was advanced to third on Beaumont’s out 
from Taylor to Bowerman, but on Clarke’s 
rather long fly to left field Leach got home. 
In the third inning, with Leever on third 
base and Leach on second, and only one 
out, Clarke hit to Dahlen, who held the 
ball long enough to catch Leever off third. 
The ball was thrown to Warner, who ran 
Leever down, only to find Leach at the 
base. Warner first touched Leach and 
then Leever, but at first Umpire Emslie 
decided that only Leever was out. This 
caused a stirring argument with the Cap- 
tains and players, and after consultation 
with Umpire O’Day, Emslie declared that 
both runners were out. 

Pittsburg’s second and last run was 
scored in the eighth inning after two men 
had been put out. Beaumont sent a fast 
ball st Taylor, and a wild pitch put him 
on third.

Harvard ‘Oarsmen Show Poor Form— 
Columbia at Poughkeepsie. 


GALES FERRY, Conn., June 7.—The Harvard 
"Varsity crew late this afternoon went over the 
four-mile course on the Thames River, starting 
about 6 o’clock, byt were unable to make the 
distance in much better than 24 minutes, the 
time for the trial being given as 23:50. Weather 
conditions were not good, there being little tide 
and a strong head wind.

CALLS SUICIDE SON FORGER. 


Patrick Kelly of Summit Protests 
Against Alleged Fraudulent Mortgage. 


NEWARK, June 7.—Testimony was taken 
to-day by Vice Chancellor Stevens on the 
application made last week by Elvin W. 
Crane, counsel for Patrick Kelly of Sum- 
mit, for an order opening a decree of fore- 
closure granted by the Union County Court 
and to permit Mr. Kelly to enter his defense 
to the foreclosure proqéedings instituted by 
William R. Alling. 

Mr. Kelly is the father of State Detective 
Edward B. Kelly, who committed suicide 
in Summit a few weeks-ago. He declares in 
his petition, that the mortgage which Mr. 
Alling foreclosed is a forgery committed 
by the suicide son. 

Answering affidavits to the allegation of 
forgery were read by Mr. Congleton. That 
signed by Mr. Alling gave proof of the sale 
by E. L. McKiegan to the deponent of the 
mortgage now the-subject of these proceed- 
ings. The affidavit of E. L. McKiegan set 
forth that Edward B. Kelly offered the 
mortgage to him, and after investigating 
he paid over to Edward B. Kelly his check 
for $1,330, making it payable to Edward B. 
and Patrick Kelly. Benjamin S. H. Baker, 
the Commissioner of Deeds who took the 
acknowledgment of the mortgage, alleges 
that he has made identification of the mort- 


gage, and declared that he had perfect rec- 
cllection that Patrick Kelly asked him to 
take his acknowledgment to the mortgage, 
that he read the document over to him, and 
that Patrick Kelly was perfectly aware of 
the contents of the papers. 

The affidavit of James Crann, Deputy 
Sheriff, shows that he served Patrick Kelly 
personally in the foréclosure proceedings, 
that he read the subpoena twice in making 
the service. He denied most explicitly that 
Edward B. Kelly was.in the immediate 
vicinity of Patrick Kelly, as charged in the 
bill, and that, so far as he knows, the 
papers were not taken from Patrick by Ed- 
ward. The matter went over to next week. 


NEW MURDER WITNESS. 


Sea Captiin Appears at Second Trial of 
Alfred Childs. 


An eye-witness, whom the District At- 
torney’s office was unable to find at the 
first trial of Alfred Childs for murder, ap- 
peared yesterday in General Sessions he- 
fore Justice Foster in Childs’s second trial, 
and disclosed, himself to be a Capt. Livings- 
ton, who had spent a large part of his life 
at sea. He said that he lived at 27 Pearl 
Street, near the corner of Pearl and Moore

ANARCHISM TO COME NEXT. 


To Succeed Democracy, Says One Who 
Hopes for That Outcome. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Now that the Supreme Court has decided 
that it is constitutional to exclude John. 
Turner from this country as a theoretical 
Anarchist, in order to be quite logical Cone 
gress should enact a law expelling from the 
country native born citizens who hold 
Anarchistic opinions. ’ 

Apart from the European school entirely, 
where repression. has, as usual, begotten 
violence, there are about a thousand or 
twelve hundred people in the United States 
to whom violence is utterly abhorrent, yet 
to whom the governmental system does not 
appear final, of whom I have the honor te 
be one. : 

There are among them editors, lawyé 
college professors, Government employes, 
men of standing and antecedents, possessed 
of property, in many cases of large prop- 
erty, aM carefully concealing their opinions, 
because of the blind and foolish passion of 
the multitude. et 

Yet they know that the present system 2f - 
murder and war, of violence and corruption, — 
of festering poverty and excessive wealth 
is not to last forever; they know ‘that 
economically a less wasteful system must 
supplant it; they have laid aside all senti- 
ment and by the cold edge of mathematics 
they know that all progress is turning that 
way. They have seen the beatific vision; 
their children will bring it to pass. 

Can any one in these days of evolution, 
when we have learned that things are never 
in a permanent state of being, but always 
becoming—can any one rest in the confi- 
dence that democracy is the last word? 

Constitutional monarchy succeeds despo-. 
tism, democracy supplants constitutional 
monarchy. What is to come that is democ- 
racy and more than democracy?, : 

It is impossible in a brief inch or two of 
space to enter upon an argument, but let - 
me give you an entering wedge of an idea. 

Conceive that the roads and streets were 
kept in order by a street caretaking asso- 
ciation, lighthouses built and maintained 
by a shipowners’ association, and sd on; 
if necessary, a police force maintained by. 
those who cared to subscribe. Ne more. If 
know all the objections that can raised, 
but this is not the plac. nor time to come 
bat them.’ This, however, represents roughs 
ly the idea. 

No more politics, no more privilege. ‘* The 
sanctification of the will of man,” as Bere | 
nard Shaw puts it. pre: 

It is unworthy of America and of Amer- 
ieans that they should either exclude the 
foreigner or exile the native for holding 
opinions, still More that fatuous prejudice 
should prevent them from expressing them.

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THE SITUATION IN COLORADO. 

It is extremely probable that the Min- 
ers’ Union in Colorado is entirely sincere 
in its denunciation of the dastardly dy- 
mamite murders at Findley. The fact 
Yhet the murders were committed by 
infernal machine of the 





means of an 
same pattern as one previously used in 
one of the mines where the union had or- 
dered a strike and which was being run 
by free miners makes the identification 
of the murderers with the union more 
logical and more likely to be accepted. 
The responsibility in the public mind of 
the union for suéh outrages arises from 
the notorious fact that the motive of the 
murderers is the avowed motive of the 
union—namely, to drive away from the 
mining regions all competitors for mining 
work. It is practically certain that the 
murderers are in sympathy with the 
union. It is almost unavoidable that the 
general impression should prevail that 
the union is in sympathy with those who 
are seeking, by outrageous methods, the 
same ends. That is an impression which 
the union naturally wishes to dissipate as 
promptly and as completely as possible. 
Public denunciation of the crime and the 
declaration of willingness to share in a 
reward to be offered for the detection of 
the criminals are the steps the union has 
taken. It is the very least that the lead- 
ers could do. Whether it is all that they 
can do one cannot easily decide at this 
distance. 

It is only too plain that much more 
could have been done at an earlier stage 
fim the troubles. When the strikes were 
ordered and disorders of various sorts be- 
gan to occur, it would have been practi- 
cable for the union leaders to suppress 
them had they been determined to do so. 
Their means of disciplining and control- 
ling the members of the union are con- 
siderable and when promptly employed 
Gre efficient, unless the great body of the 
union members are in active sympathy 
with lawlessness. If the penalty for law- 
less conduct in a union were as sure and 
swift as the penalty for taking the place 
vf a striker there is no reasonable ques- 
tion that lawlessness would substan- 
tially be prevented. That ‘was not the 
spirit or purpose of the Miners’ Union in 
Colorado. The result has been something 
like civil war in that State, in which the 
unionists and their sympathizers were 
and are on one side and the rest of the 
community on the other. The State Gov- 
ernment and apparently the majority of 
the citizens were with the latter, as the 
employment of the militia and the ef- 
forts to banish trades union agitators 
show. Very likely the measures resorted 
to by the Governor and his military sub- 
ordinates were extreme. But on the one 
hand he seems not to have imperiled his 
popularity thereby, and on the other 
hand his conduct has just been sustained 
by the Supreme Court of the State. 

Tt is possible that the culmination of 
the troubles in Colorado in the terrible 
crime at Findley station may really 
bring the union men to a sense of the 
nature of the disasters they have invited 
for themselves. The temper of the gen- 
eral population of the State is not too 
patient with such offenses. They are 
capable of fighting for peace even more 
@trenuously than they have yet done. A 
Sheriff of firm purpose seems now to be 
in control of Teller County, the seat of 
immediate trouble, and his mode of deal- 
fing with it promises results. If neces- 
sary he will undoubtedly have the entire 
force of the State behind him. The issue 
of the right of citizens of the State to 
work and to employ workmen without 
reference to the unions is the only one 
really presented, and when presented in 
any American community that issue can 
be settled in the long run in but one way. 


WAR ON CHEAPNESS. 

If the workmen of the country can be 
persuaded to take Mr. SHAW’s assump- 
tion as true they may possibly find 
his conclusion true also. The assump- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is that when the Republican Party is 
in power “universal and constant em- 
ployment at reasonable wages" is se- 
cure. That being the case, it is better 
for the people that the Republican Party 
should remain in power, “in face of 
bigh-price living expenses,’ than that 
_ the party should be turned out and em- 
‘ployment be given to “ only one-half our 
people with living expenses however 
cheap.” 

* Mathematically, of course, the Secre- 


- 


tary’s statement is absurd. . If half our 
peoplé had an income from work of 
$1,000 a year, and Mving expenses of 
$100 a year the country would certainly 
be better off than it would if all our 
people had an income of $100 a year and 
living expenses of $1,000 a year. The 
situation could not possibly exist, but 
neither could that which Mr. SHaw 
paints in his imagination. In a general 
way steady employment at low wages 
and rather high cost of living is certainly 
better than idleness half the time and 
somewhat lower cost of living. But the 
continuance of the Republican Party in 
power is not at all sure to bring about 
general employment. Its influence is 
rather in the opposite direction, because 
the party inclines toward extravagance 
in public expenditure, and that comes out 
of the pockets of the people. It is sheer 
demagogy to pretend that “ universal 
and constant employment” can be se- 
cured by one party or the other, and 
Secretary SHaw ought to be above it. 


THE EXPANSION OF COLUMBIA. 

The hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
of the first institution for higher educa- 
tion established in the Province of New 
York could not fail to be an interesting 
event. Columbia is not only the oldest 
college in New York. It is outranked in 
seniority throughout the Union only by 
Harvard, William and Mary, Yale, Penn- 
sylvania, Princeton, and (under another 
name) Washington and Lee, and in that 
order. Local feeling and local pride had 
more to do with the founding of Colum- 
bia than they have to do with its main- 
tenance, if we may judge from an inter- 
esting extract from the will of Chief Jus- 
tice Lewis Morris, made about the time 
of the foundation of King’s College: ‘It 
is my desire that my son, GOUVERNEUR 
MorrRIs, may have the best education 
that is to be had in Europe or America, 
but my express will and directions are 
that he be never sent for that purpose 
to the colony of Connecticut, lest he im- 
bibe in his youth that spirit of craft 
and low cunning so incident to the people 
of that country.” It is interesting to 
know that GoUVERNEUR accordingly be- 
came a graduate of King’s College, 
though it is perplexing also to learn that 
his elder half brother, Lewis Morris, 
“the signer,’’ was already, when the will 
was made, a graduate of Yale. How- 
ever that may be, a student of King’s 
College remains the mest distinguished 
alumnus of Columbia, and if the institu- 
tion had done nothing but cultivate the 
mind of ALEXANDER HAMILTON, it would 
not have existed in vain. 

If local feeling had much to do with 
the founding of Columbia, the want of 
local pride, which in so many directions 
we have occasion to deplore, has worked 
against even a due local appreciation of 
the Columbia that now is. A score of 
years ago Columbia was a mere college, 
scarcely of the first. rank as such. In 
the interval it has expanded to a true 
university, unquestionably of the first 
rank as such, and honorably distin- 
guished by the academic hospitality it 
shows in opening its post-graduate 
schools on equal terms to the graduates 
of other colleges than its own. Yet so 
big is the town, and 60 negligible is even 
a great university among its multiform 
activities, that the ordinary New Yorker 
is scarcely aware of the great work that 
has been doing in the expansion of Co- 
lumbia. It is unlikely that he is aware 
that his city contains the second of 
American universities in the size of its 
student body, and, if the college proper 
be omitted from the comparison, we be- 
lieve the first. The following statistics 
may enlighten him:

We include Johns Hopkins, in spite of 
its marked numerical inferiority, because 
it is the American type of a university in 
which the undergraduate department 
counts for comparatively little in the 
work of the university. 

It is a great expansion which the col- 
lege of a hundred and fifty years ago has 
undergone into the university of to-day. 
And this great advance is practically the 
work of the last two decades, under the 
direction first of President Low, and now 
of President Butter. The end of it is 
by no means yet. It only needs that the 
rich men of the richest of American cit- 
ies shall know the work that this his- 
torical institution is doing to insure that 
its future development shall not be 
cramped or delayed for want of the 
means to carry it on. 


THE REPEAL OF THE SMITH BILL. 
Mayor McCLELLAN has courteously re- 
ferred to the Board of Aldermen the 
question whether an extra session of the 
Legislature may advantageously be re- 
quested for the repeal of the Smith bill 
exempting Dutchess County from the 
operation of the general act authorizing 
municipalities to condemn water rights 
where they are found and when they are 
needed for the water supply of cities. 
The Mayor doubts the constitutional- 
ity of this enactment, but waives discus- 
sion of that point in view of the larger 
and more important fact that if an extra 
session of the Legislature is called in ac- 
cordance with the Governor’s suggestion, 
it would consist of the same men who 
turned deaf ears to the arguments of the 
counsel and experts of the city, and he is 
not at all sure that these men would as- 
semble in extra session with a willing- 
ness to undo the mischief they have 
done with so much deliberation. His 
personal opinion is that it would be bet- 
ter to wait a year and submit the matter 
again to a new Legislature in regular 
session. However, as he knows of no 
other way of referring the whole matter 
to the decision of ie Joni than to 


with a requést for thelr advice, he fol- 


lows that course. 

The Mayor's messagé is a moderate 
and well-considered document, and does 
hin credit. The following is a calm and 
judicial recommendation of the subject 
to the consideration of the board: 

The prosperity of the city, as well as 
the health of its inhabitants, is largely de- 
pendent upon an abundant and wholesome 
water supply, and I would suggest, there- 
fore, that this matter receive your most 
earn’st consideration. This effort must be 
the beginning of ay active agitation on the 
part of all the people of the City of New 
York for the protection of the future of 
the city and its inhabitants, and the ques- 
tion involved is so grave that it transcends 
every consideration of a partisan nature, 
and should be dealt with tn a broad and 
truly civic spirit, and without any display 
of feeling which might embitter those in 
other sections of the State who are likely 
not to appreciate the situation, and who 
might be misled into the belief that we 
meditate injustice to them. 

The message is an intelligent discus- 
sion of the whole subject to which it re- 
lates, and will be found instructive by 
every citizen who will read it carefully 
and thoughtfully. If Gov. OpEeLu had 
approached the matter tn the same spirit 
he would have won more credit by his 
veto of the Smith bill than he did by his 
memorandum of reasons for approv- 


ing it. 


“TEMPERANCE” AND ABSTENTION. 

Mrs. Mary H. Hunt, a lady whose 
name we recall as somewhat prominent- 
ly connected with the work of the Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union, an- 
nounces a rather startling conclusion as 
to the disqualification of moderate drink- 
ers to hold or express any opinions on 
the subject of alcoholic beverages. She 
is quoted by The Hudson Register as 
saying: 

It seems not to occur to the moderate 
drinker that he is not competent to sit in 
judgment on any question connected with 
the beverage use of intoxicants. As a juror 
in a question at law of this nature he 
would certainly be ruled out by any fair- 
minded Judge. The distinguished German, 
Dr. Foren, says on this point: ‘ As long as 
one drinks just one glass a month one feels 
the irresistible need of excusing and de- 
fending that glass, and unconsciously one 
becomes an advocate of the alcohol habit.” 

If this view of the original and ac- 
quired disqualification of the strictly 
temperate drinker of alcoholic beverages 
to sit in judgment on any question con- 
nected with the beverage use of intoxi- 
cants is accepted, but two classes remain 
from which to make choice of competent 
jurors—those who drink intemperately, i. 
e., the sots and ‘“‘ soaks,’”’ and those who 
eschew alcohol in every recognized form, 
and are the unconditional and possibly 
at times intemperate advocates of total 
abstinence for themselves and others. 
Mrs. Hunt and her friends and col- 
leagues would certainly exclude the in- 
temperate drinkers from the panel of 
eligible jurors. They would insist that 
persons in this condition of mind and 
body are incapable of weighing evidence 
and that their opinions are valueless, 
since they would inevitably defend their 
own course of conduct, being too far 
gone in mental decrepitude to recognize 
its sinfulness. Hence, the only people 
who are competent to pass judgment on 
the beverage use of intoxicants are those 
who never use them in that or any other 
way. 

The advocates of temperance would 
make more progress and do less harm if, 
instead of repelling the co-operation of 
the moderate drinkers, they would wel- 
come and utilize it. However, as this 
would be regarded by them as a com- 
promise with the ‘““™-~on Rum,” and 
@ surrender of prinefple, it is proba- 
bly more than ~we can expect. The mis- 
fortune of their position is that it deters 
s0 many wise men and women from co- 
operating with the movement for prac- 
tical temperance. Of course there may 
be, and doubtless are, many good busi- 
ness reasons why such co-operation is 
not desired. But in view of the fact 
that such talk as we have quoted above 
brings the whole movement into con- 
tempt and develops strong antagonisms 
where none should exist, its unwisdom 
is obvivus. 


PUSHCART AND PEDDLER. 

Commissioner Woopsury of the De- 
partment of Street Cleaning is doing all 
in his power to reduce the many and 
serious evils incident to the forms of 
lNcensed street trading which obstruct the 
east side. He has succeeded very well 
with the fish peddlers, and will have 
some measure of success with as many 
street venders in other lines as he can 
find accommodations for in the spaces 
assigned for market purposes under the 
shore spans of the new East River 
Bridge. In this he is accomplishing a 
work of great and lasting public benefit, 
not merely to the city but to the holders 
of pushcart licenses. The immediate re- 
sult will be, however, that for every 
itinerant vender taken off the streets 
and put where he can be measurably 
controlled and kept from becoming a 
public nuisance there will remain a va- 
eancy along the curb line for which a 
new license will be demanded from the 
Mayor's office. To cope with an evil 
which thus grows at one end while it is 
being restricted at the other is hopeless. 

Mayor McCLELLAN would render a 
large public service if he would reorgan- 
ize his Bureau of Licenses into an office 
for the protection of the streets and pub- 
lic places of New York from invasion by 
unnecessary peddlers and venders, and 
instead of multiplying these nuisances 
reduce their number as rapidly as this 
could be done without substantial injus- 
tice. The streets and sidewalks are pub- 
lic property and should be reserved for 
public uses. In no other city of the world 
would the abuses of our pushcart and 
peddier system be tolerated for a day. 
The conditions under which these licenses 
are granted and the ordinances govern- 
ing these holders are persistently violat- 


basements obtain pushcart licenses’ to | 
increase .their space without increased 
rental. Their carts, loaded with mer- 
chandise, are anchored in front of their 
places of business, so that the sidewalk 
becomes a mere aisle through their ba- 
zars. Tenants who have no use for such 
advantages sell their curb line privileges 
to others, and while protecting their ten- 
ants drive away those who have the 
same rights, but are riot permitted to 
enjoy them. No licenses are transferra- 
ble, but they are habitually transferred. 
No license authorizes a peddler to remain 
more than thirty minutes in one place; 
thousands of licemsed pushcarts are 
Planted in the early morning in their 
pre-empted locations and stay there all 
day and as far into the night as is found 
rrofitable. Miles of streets are thus sur- 
rendered to retail trade and practically 
closed to traffic. The condition of these 
streets is in,the highest degree insani- 
tary. To clean them is difficult and 
costly, and the city is put to large ex- 
pense in consequence. The police profit 
largely in the petty graft for the tolera- 
tion of ordinance violations and for as- 
sisting in the sale of curb privileges by 
persons who have no more right to sell 
them than they have to build a toll gate 
across the passage leading to the May- 
or’s office in the City Hall. 

The Mayor's public duty in this matter 
is very clear. The charter provisions, 
laws, and ordinances under which licenses 
are granted are not mandatory. He need 
not grant them if he does not want to, 
and he should not want to. The revenue 
to the city from this source is a mere 
bagatelle compared with the burden it 
imposes upon the taxpayers. It is not 
enough that an applicant desires a 
license, Which he will probably abuse as 


-soon as it is received. Before he gets it 


he should be required to show that he is 
prepared to render a necessary or at 
least a useful public service in exchange 
for the privilege he asks. Not one in a 
thousand of the applicants for pushcart 
and basket licenses could comply with 
this condition. There are now in force 
between fourteen and fifteen thousand 
such licenses in the Boroughs of Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx. Probably ten thou- 
sand of these are properly forfeit for 
misuse and should be canceled forthwith. 
The small fines imposed in the police 
courts for ordinance violations are not 
deterrent. They are regarded as part of 
the cost of doing business from push- 
carts and wagons. The loss of their 
licenses is all these people are afraid of. 
Mayor McCLELLAN is not ignorant of the 
conditions to which we have referred. 
Whether he can see his way clear to do 
in the matter of reforming it what the 
public interest demands he has not yet 
announced. Meanwhile, the license mill 
in the basement of the City Hall contin- 
ues to invade the rights of citizens and 
taxpayers, largely for the benefit of 
those who are not citizens and who will 
never become taxpayers if they can 
avoid it.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Another priest who finds fault with 
recreation piers is Father BELForp of the 
Church of Sts. Peter and Paul, in Williams- 
burg, and the pier of which, from personal 
observation of the doings on it, he com- 
plains is that at the foot of North Second 
Street. As Father BELForRD has not ob- 
jected to the substitution of small parks for 
the worst tenements in the worst of the 
crowded districts, and as he condemns the 
abusive use of the recreation piers, and not 
the piers themselves as the places of health- 
ful rest and amusement they were designed 
to be and could easily be kept by proper 
municipal oversight, we are disposed to 
ascribe much more gravity to his accusa- 
tions than to those of Father Curry. 
Father BeELForp describes the North Sec- 
ond Street pier as one to which decent peo- 
ple do not now go. ‘It is filled,” he is 
quoted as saying, ‘“‘ by toughs and hoodlums, 
and instead of being a quiet, orderly place 
where people might breathe the pure air on 
a Summer night, it is noisy and cheap, a 
breeding place for iniquity, penetrated by 
the discordant notes of a band and the crics 
of reckless boys and girls. The pier, with- 
out doubt, is as bad as, if not worse than, 
any resort at Coney Island or in the Bow- 
ery. The city is paying musicians $6 a 
night to play cheap dance music for the 
young toughs who frequent the place. Their 
dance is the lowest kind of a contortion. 
Iam urging the young people of my church 
to stay away from the pier, because it is 
no fit place for them, and I fear they will 
be contaminated if they, go there.”’ Here, 
evidently, is an outline of real evils, for 
every one of which the Dock Department 
must bear the responsibility. None of them 
is a necessary consequence of opening these 
piers to the public, and it seems to us that 
it would be better if Father Be.rorp, in- 
stead of warning his young people to avoid 
a place which the city intended, planned, 
and expected to be beneficial, should exer- 
cise his own influence and all he can com- 
mand in compelling that the plan be car- 
ried out and the expectations be realized. 
As for the quality of the music at the piers 
and the grace of the dancing, perhaps 
Father BELForD is a little too critical, and 
the cries of youth at play are not always 
vicious because they grate upon sensitive 
ears. Certainly the recreation piers do not 
have the direct relation with the sale of 
intoxicants that characterizes most of the 
resorts where the young men and women 
of the tenements find opportunity for danc- 
ing, and this is much in their favor. 


—Quite the most vehement of all the 
correspondents who have disagreed with us 
on the question of corporal punishment 
in the ppbljc schools makes a curious ad- 
mission in her last letter. After present- 
ing the undoubtedly difficult task which 
eenfronts a teacher who, empowered only 
to inflict as penalty for any offense a 
detention of thirty minutes, must control 
fifty or sixty such boys as those that 
stoned Inspector SCHMITTBERGER’'s automo- 
bile, she asks: “If they are not to be 
whipped into decent behavior, (I am quite 
willing to admit that whipping never made 
a good child, but I insist that it does make 
well-behaved ones, which is more than we 
get at present,) what increase in the powers 
of the Principals and teachers do you 3ug- 
gest?’’ We will leave the suggesting to the 
experts like Mr. Macnus Gross, at least 
for the present, but the words within our 
correspondent’s parentheses interest us 
highly, since they imply the strongest of 
confirmation for all our contentions. Nobody 
ever denied that the raised iash insures 
what can for some purposes be called the 
“decent behavior ”’ of the child it threatens, 
but even an advocate of whipping confesses 
that “it never made a good child,’ and we 
would go further and assert that fts gen- 
eral tendency is make good children 


‘thoughtless watecnict sine ‘eins several of | 
the graver vices. To be “well behaved ” 
in school is an excellent thitig In itself and 
a most convenient one from the teacher's 
point of view, but when it is merely the 
result of fear it is little likely to be more 
than @ pose of the moment, and as a forma- 
tive influence it is assuredly deplorable. 
The present situation in the schools, as de- 
tailed by this informant, fs as follows: 
“A Principal, though not a class teacher, 
may suspend a refractory pupil, and then, 
for so doing, go upon trial himself before 
a Superintendent, who is annoyed at the 
trouble of conducting the investigation. If 
the Superintendent orders the boy returned 
to his class—or merely transfers him to 
practice his rowdyism in some other school, 
the usual course—the last state of that 
boy is worse than the first, for he has 
learned what a farce our suspensions are. 
In view of this, there is the fact that Prin- 
cipals who use the limited power intrusted 
to them get into the ‘ black books’ of their 
sentimental superiors, who sit in comfort- 
able offices and theorize.” The Police 
Magistrates, it is further asserted, will not 
enforce the Compulsory Education law, 
and the Children’s Court, except when Jus- 
tice OtmsTED is sitting, is a mockery ard 
a by-word among the children who are 
learning to be thieves and ruffians! Per- 
haps, but what is the relevancy of all this 
to corporal punishment, a thoroughly dis- 
credited device, hideous in every refpect, 
ignoble, useless, and utterly out of har- 
mony with the spirit of the age? 


—wWhat are New Yorkers going to do 
with, or, rather, to, their mosquitos? The 
Medical Journal tells us all that immediate 
action is necessary {f anything is to be ac- 
complished this Summer, for already River- 
side Park is swarming with the insects, and 
other parts of the city will be in a few 
weeks if the pavements and vacant lots, as 
well as innumerable roof tanks, do not re- 
ceive systematic, scientific, and, alas! some- 
what expensive attention. The money and 
the work are necessary, however, if the 
known means of preventing the diseases 
that mosquitos unquestionably convey to 
mankind are to be utilized in this city that 
has such a high opinion of its own wisdom 
and. progressiveness. And, in the opinion 
of The Medical Journal, there are no great 
difficulties in the way of an effective cam- 
paign against our dangerous tormentors. 
“ The idea,” it says, ‘ of the connection be- 
tween the spread of certain disease—nota- 
bly, in our climate, malarial disease—and 
the sting of some species of mosquitos long 
ago ceased to be a mere theory; it has over 
and over again been proved true by actual 
tests, and it has taken an encouraging hold 
upon the popular understanding. It may 
be taken for granted, therefore, that any 
reasonable appropriations for the purpose 
of exterminating mosquitos will meet with 
but little opposition. Much may be accom- 
plished in this direction by the action of in- 
dividual householders, and the ‘ campaign 
of education’ needed to keep them im- 
pressed with the importance of the matter 
should be unremitting.’’ Well, the news- 
papers have been untiring in teaching the 
new doctrine, while the doctors have been 
disposed to look askance at facts that revo- 
lutionized sp many of their established no- 
tions about night air and the emanations 
from soil newly upturned to the air. Many 
of them still use the stereotyped phrases 
in their discussions of malaria with their 
patients, and thus very seriously interfere 
with the vulgarization of knowledge upon 
which life and health depend. 


—Of two boys, sons of well-known and 
well-to-do fathers, it is told, as something 
highly creditable, that they have walked 
from this city to the Adirondacks, support- 
ing themselves entirely by doing odd jobs 
along the way, and that they purpose to 
follow the same plan all Summer in the 
mountains. We have grave doubts as to 
the benefit of such an experience. Inde- 
pendence is all right in its way, but a short- 
er vacation with expenses met in the usual 
way would be more enjoyable and work of 
the desultory sort described is as poorly. re- 
warded in training as in money. We would 
say that if these boys can afford to play 
they had better play at the expense of their 
fathers than at that of chance farmers 
with something between chores and charity 
at the command of seemingly or really 
needy strangers. An adventure that imi- 
tates the methods of tramps even remotely 
is not good for the character or the habits, 
and it is not pretty to beg, even in fun. 


Criticisms on New York Libraries. 
To thé Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me to cajl your attention to a 
few deficiencies in the New York Public 
Library in the hope by giving them pub- 
licity a way will be paved for their re- 
moval. 

Both the Astor and Lenox branches of the 
New York libraries close at 5 P. M.‘ The 
working millions of this great city who 
may wish to consult any work of reference 
on selence, art, religion, or other branch 
of knowledge are absolutely cdebarred from 
so doing. 

The reference volumes acquired at 80 
much expense, treasured with s0 much 
eare, upon which so many thousands of 
dollars are expended every year for cus- 
tody and preservation, for all the good 
that they are to nine out of every ten 
working or business: men in the metropolis 
of literature and art of the Western werld, 
might just as well be buried at the bot- 
tom of the sea! In contrast with such 
short-sighted policy, note that the refor- 
ence rooms of the Boston Library are 
open until 10 P. M., of Philadelphia until 
9 P. M., of Chicago until 10 P. M., cf the 
Isibrary of Congress, Washington, D. C., 
until 10 P. M. 

The reference department is reriously 
lacking in books on the science of medicine. 
Nothing to speak of at the Astor Library, 
where you are referred to the Lenox. At 
the Lenox hardly a modern treatise on any 
special branch of the medica] investigation. 
On inquiring you are told: ‘ We leave that 
to the New York Academy of Medicine.” 

True, the New York Academy has a 
magnificent collection of books on medi- 
cine, something like 100,000 volumes. But 
it is not a public library. The public are 
only admitted on sufferance, and for a brief 
three and one half hours each day, viz: 
from 9:30 A. M., to1 P. M. 

And this in spite of the continual appeals 
of the Academy to the public for funds for 
its library under the misleading state- 
ment that it is public, and in spite of the 
fact that various bequests and gifts have 
been made to the Academy library fund 
under the impression created by various 
public speeches and writings of ‘ts inem- 
bers that its benefits were open alike to 
laymen and members. BK. A. W.

The Victualing of Port Arthur. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

THE Times of Saturday, commenting on 
the matter of food supplies for Port Ar- 
thur, places the Russian base of supply 
at a distance of 6,000 miles from Port Ar- 
thur! Will Tue Times kindly locate that 
source? Where is it? At St. Petersburg? 
Why not at Kazan, a thousand miles near- 
er Port Arthur, or at Tobolsk, 2,000, or at 
Irkootsk, between 3,000 and 4,000? 

The Russian Empire is over 7,000 miles 
from west to east, covering 140 degrees of 
longitude, and war material can be ob- 
tained in varying proportions from all 
along the line. Did Gen. Fock and the Si- 
berian Rifles who fought at Kin-Chow 
come from 6,000 miles away? Did the 
Trans-Baikal Cossacks who appear to be 
worrying the Japs a good deal come from 
6,000 miles away? 

The idea abroad in this country that 
everything the Russians need must be 
brought from a distance of 6,000 miles is as 
ridiculous, approximately, as it would be in 
the event of a landing by the Japs on our 
Pacific Coast to say that our source of 
supplies was in New York, 3,000 miles 
away! Everybody recognizes, of course, 
that the main source of Russian military

University President Tells Vassar Girls 
of Government Decadence.

PLANT ESTATE AGREEMENT. 


Heirs Reach Settlement Before Trans- 
ferring Assets to This State. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 7.—Attorneys 
representing the heirs of the late Henry 
Bradley Plant announced to-day that a set- 
tlement, preparatory to the transferring of 
the assets of the estate to New York, has 
been reached. The details of the agree- 
ment were not made known, and Attorney 
Arthur L. Shipman of Hartford, of counsel 
for the heirs, said that it would be some 
time before they would be made public. 

The estate of Mr. Plant when he died 
was upward of $16,000,000, and there has 
been a long fight against its being trans- 
ferred to New York by several of the heirs, 
principal among whom were Charles W. 
Hoadley, Horace G. Hoadley, and Emma 
J. Hoadley of Waterbury, children of a 
half-brother of Mr. Plant. Attorneys for 
the latter admitted to-night that a com- 
promise had been effected. At the present 
time the estae is worh $22,000,000. 


Henry Bradley Plant, founder of the 
Plant system of railways, over whose will 
there has been much litigation, died June 
23, 1899, at his residence, 586 Fifth Avenue, 
at the age of eighty. By his will he left 
his widow an income of $30,000 a year, 
while the remainder of the estate was vir- 
tually tied up in trust until the youngest 
child of his grandson, Henry Bradley Plant, 
second, became twenty-one. Mrs. Plant was 
to get $4,947,975, and Plant’s son by a for- 
mer wife $7,895,950 when the estate was 
finaliy settled. 

In the litigation that took place over the 
will Mrs. Plant asserted that Pant’s resi- 


dence was in New York, whie the son 
claimed that it was in Connecticut. Jus- 
tice Leventritt upheld the contention of 
Mrs. Plant. On April 19 last, Judge Cleave- 
land of the New Haven, Conn., Probate 
Court granted the petition of the heirs 
asking that the assets of the Plant estate 
be transferred from Connecticut to the 
jurisdiction of New York courts,

Expert Pronounced It Well Boiled—Ac- 
cused Cooker Promoter Discharged. 


A demonstration of a firéless cooking in- 
vention was given before Magistrate Pool 
in the West Side Police Court yesterday 
afternoon, and a chicken was cooked by 
the device. Then the chicken was eaten 
and pronounced well cooked by an expert 
from a cooking school. It was during the 
examination of James 8. McCoy, a pro- 
moter, who was charged by Mrs. Alice W. 
Price of 265. West Beventy-second Street, a 
widow, with having defrauded her 9f $6,500 
by getting her to invest money in a cor- 
poration to make the fireless cookers. 

After Mrs. Price had testified, Miss 
Emma Lenicke, a “ professor of cooking,” 
testified that she had used the “ fireless”’ 
cooking invention at her school for the last 
four years, and that it was a wonderful in- 
vention. She explained that anything that 
can be cooked by ordinary fire when placed 
in this receptacle will be ready for eating 
fifteen minutes afterward. 

Mrs. Richard M. A. Savage, widow of 
Col. Richard Henry Savage, the writer, was 
the next witness. She said that she had 
used the heaters and found them satisfac- 
tory. Her faith in the invention was so 
strong, she said, that she had invested 
$7,000 in it, and was not worrying about it. 

“T expect to get rich out of my invest- 
ment,”’ she said. 

Here McCoy’s lawyer, Mr. James W. Os- 
borne, asked permission to demonstrate the 
efficiency of the cooking invention. The in- 
ventor of the device produced a circu- 
lar can about eighteen inches high. He

SEMINARY CONTESTED 


Heirs of Mrs, Mary J. Winthrop Ob- 
ject to Settlement. 


AMOUNT WAS A_ SURPRISE 


Relatives Had Thought the Presbyterian 
Seminary at Princeton Would Re- 
ceive Only About $200,000. 


Through the action taken yesterday in 
the Surrogates’ Court by the relatives of 
Mary J. Winthrop the Theological Sem- 
inary of the Presbyterian Church at Prince- 
ton, N. J., is deprived, at least for the pres- 
ent, of a legacy of more than $2,000,000 
which Mrs. Winthrop left to the institution. 

Mrs. Winthrop was eighty-eight years old 
at the time she died in the Garden City 
Hotel, on Aug. 11, 1902. She had inherited 
a fortune from her husband, but it was be- 
lieved at the time of her death that she had 
left behind her less than half a million dol- 
lars. Her nearest relatives were second 
and third cousins, who were beneficiaries 
under the will of Mrs. Winthrop for small 
amounts. There are twenty-six of these 
relatives, and the executors have distrib- 
uted to them the sums named in the will, 
the aggregate amounting to $82,000. The 
residuary estate was left to the Presbyte- 
rian Theological Seminary at Princeton. 

Yesterday, when the question of the set- 
tlement of the accounts of the executors 
was presented to the Surrogate, it was 
learned that the seminary would get much 
more than the $200,000 which the relatives 
had supposed it would get. The executors, 
the Rev. George Nixon, who for almost 
thirty years was pastor of the Tremont 
Presbyterian Church, and Winthrop Mc- 
Kim of Tuxedo, showed in their accounting 
that after having paid the $82,000 to the 
relatives of Mrs. Winthrop they have still 
on hand @ balance of $2,115,015, which they 
intended to pay over to the seminary at 
Princeton. 

Lawyers Turner, Rolston & Horan inter- 
posed objections on behalf of some of the 
relatives, among whom are Mary C. Floyd, 
who is an inmate of the Utica State Hospi- 
tal, at Utica, N. Y.; James R. Floyd of 
Syracuse, William Floyd, Sarah Turner, 
and Elizabeth Sicard. In taking this action 
the lawyers raised the question as to the 
validity of the clause in the will making 
the Princeton seminary residuary legatee, 
alleging that because the institution is not 
an incorporated body it has no power to 
hold such a bequest, that it is not author- 
ized by law to hold it, and that the insti- 
tutton has already become the holder of real 
and personal property to the limit allowed 
by its charter. 

The contestants further charge that the 
court is without power or jurisdiction to 
administer this trust, that it violates the 
law against perpetuities, and suspends the 
power of alienation beyond the period al- 
lowed by law. Counsel presented several 
other questions which the court wes asked 
to pass upon. 

Surrogate Fitzgerald reserved decision, 
but the legal fight will no doubt be con- 
tinued on appeal from any decision he may 
make, so that the Winthrop fortune may be 
tied up for a long time.

Outsider Beat Africander and Her- 
mis for the Standard Stakes. 


RACE RUN ON A HEAVY TRACK 


4 
Buttling, at 100 to 1, Was the Surprise 


of the Day ‘at Gravesend—Two 
Favorites First. 


In the best race of his career, Major 
Daingerfield, champion three-year-old of 
1602, was returned winner of the Standard 
Stakes at the Gravesend course yesterday, 
when, in hand at the end, he galloped home 
before Africander and MHermis, beating 
them in the most positive style at even 
veights. . 

The race was the big attraction of the 
afternoon’s programme, and it produced a 
contest that was amply satisfactory as 4 
spectacle, though the result was disas- 
trous to backers generally, and there was 
disappointment to the public in the fact 
that two of the most prominent horses 
named to run, The Picket and Irish Lad, 
first and second for the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap, failed to run. The time, too, fell be- 
low expectations, but the 2:10 of the race 
marked a really excellent performance at 
that, as the Standard Stakes, in its fourth 
running, was competed for over a heavy 
and muddy track. 

Fourth on the programme, the 
aroused so much popular interest that vis- 
itors were arriving at the track up to just 
before the time set for the contest, 4 
o'clock, the hope of seeing the best horses 
that the present season has shown, in a 
Struggle over a mile and a quarter course, 
at weights for age, arousing enthusiasm 
among turf patrons that nearly equaled the 
interest excited by the Brooklyn Handicap. 
The withdrawal of Irish Lad, The Picket, 
Highball, and Mizzen reduced the field to 
five horses, and it did not help the contest 
particularly when Ostrich was added and 
swelled the number of runners to a half 
dozen. Sti:l, there was every promise of a 
good horse race between Hermis and Afri- 
cander, to whom opinion seemed to con- 
fine the contest, Major Daingerfield and 
Brcomstick being rated as simply possi- 
bilities. Montresson and Ostrich were not 
even considered. The betting opened with 
Hermis and Africander about equal choices, 
but the weight of money made Africander 
favorite at an early stage of the betting in 
spite of the fact that Hermis was backed 
heavily by his stable. At a later stage of 
the beting Major Daingerfield also received 
enough support to take the place of third 
choice, Africander starting at 7 to 5, Her- 
mis at 3 to and Major Daingerfield at 
6 tol. At all stages of the contest the race 
was confined to the three, though for sim- 
ply a flash in the early running Montreson 
raced out in front with Hermis. The start 
from the head of the stretch was an excel- 
lent one, Hermis and Montreson slipping 
away from the others at once and passing 
the stand head and head, while Africander 
lay in third place, with Major Daingerfield 
fourth. 

On the paddock turn Montreson, with the 
advantage of the _ rail, showed before 
Hermis and led into the back stretch, 
where Hermis went up to him again, Afri- 
eander and Major Daingerfield holding 
their respective places, while the others 
already were so far back as to be out of 
it. In the run through the back stretch 
Montreson began to fall back, and Afri- 
ecander made a move after Hermis, going 
up gradually, followed by Major Dainger- 
field, two lengths away. On the far turn 
Africander showed before Hermis, and a 
shout of triumph rose from the backers of 
the favorite. Hermis even then was in 
trouble, but he hung beside Africander 
‘until the head of the stretch was reached, 
and then began to drop back just as Major 
Daingerfield went on with a challenge to 
the leader. Africander still held on in the 
lead, and the horses were half way through 
the stretch before there was even a doubt 
on the part of spectators that Africander 
was winning. Just before the last furlong 
pole Major Daingerfield ranged close beside 
Africander, and with Martin urging him on 


and the black horse running in the resolute 
Style that marked his best torm as a three- 
year-old, drove Fuller, on Africander, to 
riding to get away again. The effort 
brought no response, and Fuller was forced 
to the whip in the next few strides, but 
still Major Daingerfield held his place. 
Martin, too, was riding at this point, but 
Africander’s response to the whip was a 
dying effort, and within the last sixteenth 
pole the Suburban winner of 1903 was stop- 
ping, and so plainly beaten that Martin 
was taking his mount up in the last strides, 
Major Daingerfield winning handily by 
three parts of a length, while Hermis 
Straggied in twenty-five lengths away, 
third, the others being beaten far off. 

Major Daingerfield’s win adds two pounds 
to the weight he must carry in the Sub- 
urban Handicap, but his race yesterday was 
so good that even aside from the fact of 
the mud, it seems a certainty that he will 
be a runner for the big event of next week. 

In three other races the favorites were 
beaten, the only winning choices of the 
afternoon being Waterside, who at odds on 
romped in for the handicap for two-year- 
olds, and Flammula, who made most of the 
running and won by a short neck from 
Coppelia in the second event, 

The surprise of the day came in the last 
race, when J. L. McGinnis's two-year-old 
Buttling, backed from 100 to 1 down to a 
closing price of 60 to 1, closed at the end 
and won cleverly, Niblick, the second 
choice, taking the place, and Salvage, the 
favorite, broke so far back that he never 
had a chance. The winnings of the Mc- 
Ginnis Stable and of the friends of the 
Owner made but small impression on the 
ring, however, and much more money was 
lost on Salvage and Niblick. 

John F. cleverly took the first race after 
~making the running, and Cincinnatus 
handily won the race for jockeys who have 
never ridden a winner.

The reason for the new rules is given in 
a statement issued by Prof. White to the 
effect that the construction of the new 
stadium in Soldiers’ Field has -exhausted 
the funds of the committee and has also 
placed it in debt to the amount of $70,000.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Firmer; Call Money Easy, 
1@1 1-4. 


The Market Shows a Little Strength and 
Some Independence of Mon- 
day’s Leaders. 


Monday’s market was evidently a mis- 
cue. Ontario and Western was both less 
active and strong yesterday than in the 
Previous day’s session, but the general 
market increasei somewhat in activity 
and decidedly in tone. Ontario and West- 
ern lost a half on the day’s business, 
which was much smaller than Mon- 
day’s, but the general list averaged more 
than that much higher, with conspicuous 
cases of improvement in no way related 
except speculatively to Ontario. No new 
light was thrown upon its movement, 
but there was more inclination to con- 
sider that the speculative factors domi- 
mated the intrinsic explanation of the 
burst of activity. If that hypothesis is 
not accepted it is difficult to see how the 
stock can fail to be prejudiced by its 
small response to the accumulation of so 
much stock as was reported to have 
passed into the hands of those interested 

. in the status of the voting trust. Chicago 
Great Western was steadier, losing but 
an eighth. The buying of Reading has 
been thought as meritorious as any re- 
cently seen, yet it acted inconsistently, 
the first preferred falling, and the com- 
mnon and second preferred rising. Con- 
sidering everything, nothing acted bet- 
ter than St. Paul, which has not lately 
been among the support of the list. Yes- 
terday it gained a full point and closed 
mearly at the top. Metropolitan was 
strong, but not among the leading prop- 
erties inthe day’s business. 

The feature of the bond market was 
Consolidated Tobacco 4s, of which 613 

‘ gold up tc the closing price, 62%. The 
movement would have been more inter- 
esting if the value of the security were 
known or if it were more widely dis- 
tributed. It is so nearly a close corpora- 
tion as respects both ownership and 
krowledge of its business that its price 
rises and falls as easily as erratically. 
The boom in Brooklyn Rapid Transit is 
more apparent in the bonds than the 
stock. The stock gained an eighth, but 
the bonds rose one-half on sales of 100, 
the bonds thus being relatively more 
active than the stock. It is ‘hot neces- 
sary to consider the stock boom a failure 
if it succeeds in making the bonds more 
attractive. There are more to come, and 
the market in them may be more thought 
of than that for the stock. 

The weekly crop report was rather baf- 
fling, judged solely by its text, That is 
the way of crop reports. It was thought 
more favorable regarding cotton than 
grains, yet cotton was stronger than 
grains. ‘Regarding cotton this inconsist- 
ency is explained by the speculative sit- 
uation, the market continuing to show 
recovery from selling surpassing even 
what was warranted by enthusiastic es- 
timates of the coming crop. Decrease of 
stocks was a stronger reason for the rise 
in wheat than decreased supply through 
any inference from the day’s crop news, 
which was more strictly effective in sus- 
taining corn. The exchange market 
moved against gold exports, foreign mar- 
kets offering smaller inducements and 
pur market not manifesting any original 
strength. The weakening of the lake 
strike promises to lessen one large source 
of traffic which has swollen the business 
fan important group of railways, and 
twhose showing will reflect loss of busi- 
mess which they have enjoyed, although 
not rightly theirs. Companies reporting 
yesterday made about an equal number 
of favorable and unfavorable reports, but 
Great Northern’s loss alone was equal to 
gill the gains.

Bulls Encouraged by General Ad- 
vance in Prices, 


Ontario Leads the List Up, Then Reacts

Despite continued dullness in the geveral 
list, yesterday’s stock market did a little 
to encourage bullish sentiment, and a more

WATER SUPPLY QUESTION 
UP TO THE ALDERMEN 


Mayor McClellan Asks Them to 
Test Public Sentiment. 


IS SPECIAL SESSION DESIRED 7 


There Will Be a Public Hearing to See 
If the City Wishes to Take 
Odell’s Offer. 


Urging that means be devised to test 
public sentiment on the question of asking 
Gov. Odell to call a special session of the 
Legislature to pass a water supply bill for 
New York City, Mayor McClellan sent a 
long communication to the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday. On the motion of Alder- 


man McCall, the message was referred to 
the Committee on Water Supply, with the 
understand that a public henrian should be 
held on the matter as soon as possible. The 
Governor has offered to call a special ses- 
sion if the local authorities so desire. 

In his message the Mayor ‘says that. in 
signing the, Smith bill the Governor ex- 
cluded the city from utilizing the most val- 
uable source of/water supply, but he ex- 
premes some dotibts as to whether the same 

egislature which cessed. the Smith bill 
would be willing to sive the city relief, 
even if the Governor’s “* fixed opinion ”’ is 
not opposed to anything like a repeal of 
the Smith bill. 

“As we stand now, " continues the mes- 
sage, “the city is dependent to a great 
extent upon the continuance ef an) abund- 
ant water suppky from natural sources. 
Should this supply of nature at any time 
undergo any considerable diminution for 
two successive years, the city would suffer 
a calamity aimost indescribable. 

“With the development of the Borough of 
Brooklyn its gent supply, I am advised, 
will have to be mented by connection 
with the system — ich now supplies the 
Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx, 
and the wejfare of the Borough of Brook- 
lyn demands that no condition could be 
permitted to arise which would dwarf its 
growth. The water supply of Brooklyn, 
chiefly because of the physical formation 
of Long Island, is furnished by wells nat- 
urally limited in producing capacity. At 
present it is to an extent adequate, but 
the day is fast approaching when mining 
for water will not produce sufficient fer 
the needs of that growing part of our city. 

“If our growth for the next twenty-five 
years continues as it has during the past 
quarter of a century—and the indications 
point to,even a greater growth—there seems 
to be no question that the water to be had 
from all the available streams within the 
State will be needed, and the problem will 
then present itself of supplying additicral 
water from the seemingly only other source 
of supply—the Hudson River. 

‘““The importance of a reservoir connec- 
tion with streams in Dutchess County as a 
part of the chain of our supply system lies 
in the fact that such connection would not 
only furnish a large quantity of whole- 
some water, but it could be used, by ex- 
tension, to draw from streams bey ond that 
county, which, on account of the quantity 
and the quality of the water there obtain- 
able, would not justify the expense of an 
independent aqueduct. These waters, it is 
asserted by competent authorities, would 
pe worthless to the eity unless they could 
be commingled with the waters of Dutchess 
County. 

‘As a matter of fact, the measure re- 
strains the City of New York, but does not 
protect the persons in whose interest it is 
pretended to have been enacted. The city 
or any other person or corporation. could 
buy these protected lands or rights in 
Dutchess County at the owners’ rice, and 
the people of thé vicinity, for whom such 
sympathy seemed to’ be displayell by the 
promoters of the measure, could not pre- 
vent the sale, and would not share a penny 
in its profit.”

TAX RATE TO BE HIGHER. 
But an Extra $9,500,000 Will Be Includ- 
ed in General Fund. 


According to the early and tertative esti- 
mates of the city officials, the tax rate for 
this year in the various boroughs will be 
between ten and twelve points higher than 
last.- Controller Grout reported to the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday an estimate 
of the miscellaneous receipts of the city 
during the fiscal year of 1904, and this 
general fund is estimated to reach $22,521,- 
665.21. It is made up of the incomes from 
the City Chamberlain’s, City Clerk’s, and 
several other city offices. 

This year the fixed charges in the an- 
nual budget reach a total of $106,674,955.09, 
from, which the general fund receipts are 
deducted to ascertain the amount of money 
to be raised by taxation. This leaves $84,- 
153,289.88 this fh to which must be added 
the customary 2 per cent. to cover insolv- 
ency and errors in assessments. This makes 
$1,683,065.80 this year, or a grand total of 
$85,836,355.68 to be raised by taxation. This 
is compared with $77,632,663.94, which was 
raised last year, or an excess for this year 
cf $8,203,691.74, according to the present 
estimates. The budget for this year was 


prepared by the last administration, the 
present city officials having nothing what- 
ever to do with it. 

President O’Donnel of the Tax Board said 
yesterday that the rate would be a little 
higher than in 1903, when it was 1.41 for 
Manhattan and Bronx; 1.48 for Brooklyn, 
1.47 for Queens, and 1.49 for Richmond. 

The largest item in the general fund, 
$9,500,000 interest on bonds held in the sink- 
ing fund, has never been included before. 
liitherto this interest has been devoted to 
reduction of the city debt. Through the 
influence of Mr. Grout a bill was passed 
last year permitting the city to apply this 
to current expenses. It was expected that 
this would lessen the tax rate. 


TO BUILD A NEW CLINIC. 


New York University Medical College 
Lacks Room for Students. 


At a special meeting of the University 
Council of New York University yesterday 
morning, it was determined to purchase 
land adjoining the new college building on 
First Avenue, between Twenty-fifth and 
Twenty-sixth Streets, and to proceed at 
once with the erection of a six-story fire- 
proof building for the clinics and labora- 
tories of the Medical College. Plans pre- 
pared by the architects, Cady, Berg & 
See, were submitted and approved, and a 
Building Committee was appointed. This 
action was taken because of the increased 
size of the classes. 

* On the rear the building will adjoin the 
Carnegie Laboratory, which belongs to the 
university, and is used also for laboratory 
mege The first floor of the building will 


e,given up to the free dispensary of the 
ob which at present is treating more 
cases a day than any other dispensary in 
the city with one exception, the total num- 
ber during the past year reaching 150,000 
cases. A number of appointments were 
made. The Council accepted the resigna- 
tion of Robert W. Hall, Professor of Ana- 
lytical Chemistry since 1887, tendered on 
account of the condition of his health. 


“ CANFIELD BILL” ARGUED. 


Action in Case ‘Held ‘Up. Pending Decis- 
ion on Constitutionality. 


The constitutionality of the so-called Can- 
field Anti-Gambling bill was questioned 
yesterday in the Appellate Court by Alfred 
Lauterbach, counsel for Jesse Lewisohn, 
who had obtained a writ of certiorari to re- 
view the action of Judge McMahon in Gen- 
eral SesSions in sentencing Lewisohn to 
Ludlow Street Jail for contempt of court. 
Lewisohn had refused to testify as to gam- 
bling in Canfield’s alleged gambling house 
before the Grand Jury, although immunity 
had been promised him from prosecution 
under the new gambling law. 

Mr. Lauterbach asserted yesterday that 
while the new law purported to relieve wit- 
nesses from imprisonment or prosecution, 


it did not promise therh protection from the 
disgrace which would follow. Assistant 
District Attorney Gans argued against Mr. 
Lauterbach. Decision was reserved. 

Owing to the question raised in the Lew- 
isohn case as to the constitutionality of the 
new Anti-Gambling law, it is understood 
that the District ‘Attorney will postpone 
| further proceedings before the Grand Jury 
in the Canfield case for some time.

NO LONGER POOR MAN’S CONEY 


President Littleton Wants a Cheap Bath- 
ing Pavilion Built by City. 


Borough President Littleton intends to 
urge an amendment to the resolution of the 
Board of Aldermen providing for additional 
public baths in Brooklyn which will enable 
the building of a pavilion at the Coney 
Island Park for the use of surf bathers. 
He said yesterday: 

“It is undeniable that the character of 
Coney Island is changing. The poor man 
can do less at the Island now than he could 
a few years ago. There are now provided 
luxurious and expensive forms of entertain- 
ment, in which the man of moderate means 
with a large family cannot indulge. It is 
to meet the necessities of that class of citi- 


zens that the new bathing house is pro- 
posed. 

I believe that with about $25,000 we 
could put up such a structure in front of 
Coney Island Park, where for a nominal 
sum ¢very person who wants to could be 
provided with surf bathing facilities.” 

Mr. Littleton expects the co-operation of 
the Park Department in his scheme. He 
believes that the establishment could be 
conducted without loss. 


DYING MAN CHARGES ASSAULT. 


Bank Clerk Says He Was Beaten but 
Not Robbed. ® 


W. C. Christfield, thirty-eight years old, 
a bank clerk of 370 Carlton Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, is dying at the Prospect Heights Hos- 
pital, in that borough, from a. fractured 
skull. He declared to the Coroner yester- 
Cay that he was the victim of an assault 
the cause of which is a mystery. 

Christfield was on his way home at 1 
o’clock yesterday morning, when at the, 
corner of Greene and Carlton Avenues, he 
says, he was set upon by three tough-look- 
ing men and beaten until he could not 


move. He said that they made no attempt 
to rob him. 

After the assault he made his way home, 
where he was found later lying on the 
stoop. The police, who, under the direction 
of Capt. Thomas Maude, investigated the 
case,*say that they found blood in the 
areaway of Christfield’s home, but none 
at Greene and Carlton Avenues. It is 
thought that the man went into the area- 
way and fell there before climbing thke* 
stoop.

In the busiest hour in the office of the 
Street Cleaning Department yesterday the 
telephone bell rang on Commissioner Wood- 
bury’s desk and he put his ear to the re- 
ceiver.

RED TAPE FOR SUFFERING MAN. 


Ambulance Waits Official Call by Police- 
man Who Can’t Be Found. 


Because of the absence of a policeman 
from his post, the delay of an ambulaace 
in answering an emergency call, and the 
refusal of the ambulance driver to aid the 
surgeon in finding the necessary bandages, 
a seriously injured man suffered without 
relief for more than half an hour after 
falling two stories down an elevator shaft 
in the building at 1 to 5 Bond Street yes- 
terday morning. 

While hauling a box from his truck oward 
ine elevator opening beside the sidewalk 
Lawrence Donell of 427 West Sixteenth 
Street lost the grip on his hook and fell 
backward into the shaft. Rescuers found 
him shrieking with pain, his face un:ec- 
ognizable from cuts and grime. When an 
onlooker telephoned to St. Vincent's Hos- 
pital for an ambulance, the response was 
that a policeman must do the calling, or 
the vehicle would not be sent. No police- 
man could be found on the beat. Finally 
a telephone message to Police Headquar- 
ters served to start the ambulance, but 


before it arrived a stranger lifted the in- 
jured man into his own truck and started 
for Police Headquarters, where the ambu- 
lance found him at last. 

Then the surgeon asked the driver to 
carry bandages into the building, and the 
driver would not do it, saying that he was 
hired to drive and not to carry, bandages. 
A policeman gave the required assistance, 
and after nearly three-quarters of ~n hour 
the man was taken-to the hospital. Just 
as he started a Mercer Street Station pa- 
trolman rushed around to Headquarters to 
ask who had been hurt on his beat. 


DRUNKEN BOYS ALOFT. 


Police Had to Lower TI Them with Ropes 
{ from Harlem Cliff. 


Matthew Hallahan, fourteen years old, of 
227 East One Hundredth Street, and Ed- 
ward Kerr, thirteen years old, of 1,885 
Third Avenue, were found yesterday after- 
noon in the vacant lot at the corner of 
One Hupdred and Second Street and Lex- 
ington Avenue, Beside the boys was a 
bottle of whisky, quart measure, with less 
than .an inch of the liquor in the bottom. 
Both boys, the police say, were helplessly 
intoxicated. 

The boys were found by others playing in 
that neighborhood. They told Policeman 
Truebig, and he and Policeman Pierce went 
to investigate. The lot consists of a mass 
of rock, left there when the adjacent 
streets were blasted through, and from 
twenty-five to forty feet above the sur- 
rounding level and steep and rugged at 
the sides. Truebig and Pierce climbed to 
the top with difficulty and found the boys 


lying unconscious in a hollow of the rock.
